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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
The Sick President. 
w ashingtos. December 3d.—The Presi­ 
dent is much worse to-day. and his condi­ 
tion is such that his friends are becoming 
concerned. 
A gentleman who has the 
entree to the W hite House at all times 
called this morning about 11 o’clock and 
found Cleveland in bed. This fact is being 
most zealously guarded, and no truthful 
information could be obtained from those 
about the Executive Mansion at a late 
hour. 
SOMEWHAT improved. 
N f.w Y ork, December 3d.—The Tribune's 
Washington special savs : The President’s 
condition to-day is somewhat improved, 
though he is still denying himself to visit­ 
ors. Had it not been for the urgent ne­ 
cessity of submitting the now almost com­ 
pleted message to the Cabinet once more, it 
is probable the regular meeting of his ad­ 
visers would have been dispensed with al­ 
together to-day. He still moves about with 
difficulty. Going down stairs seems tobe 
out of the question for the present. His 
ailments are a complication, I am told, of 
gout and rheumatism. 
Secretary W hitney’s Report. 
W ashington, December 3d.—The report 
of Secretary of the Navy Whitney opens 
with a renewal of his former recommenda­ 
tion for the consolidation of Bureaus, so 
as to insure responsibility in the purchase 
and care of supplies. So far as his power 
extended, he bad consolidated in one 
Bureau the general purchases of the De­ 
partment and the care and custody of the 
stores, and created a system of bookkeeping 
by which responsibility for their care and 
disposition can be had. At eighty navy 
yards there have accumulated altogether of 
augers and bits 46,566, of which 25,274 
have been lying for several years at closed 
vards where no work has been done or is 
likely to be done. 
THE SEW CRUISERS. 
Regarding the new cruisers, the report 
says : The experience of this Department 
iu its first attempt at the creation of modern 
vessels of war has been such as to excite 
the greatest concern and disappointment. 
The examination of facts with reference to 
them has demonstrated that an entirely 
new departure was necessary in undertak­ 
ing further similar construction. 
One 
characteristic which an unarmored cruiser 
must possess is great speed. This is deter­ 
mined by the function which she is ex­ 
pected to perform in modern warfare. She 
is a “ commerce destroyer.” She must be 
able to escape from ironclads and outrun, 
so as to overhaul, merchantmen. Ifslower 
than the ironclads, she could not keep 
there, and if slow er than the merchantmen 
she might as well stay in port. This divi­ 
sion of ships by functions which they are 
expected to perform is one of the things 
which has come about of recent years, 
when it became impossible to concentrate, 
in one sbip, both the greatest speqd, 
strongest armament and the thought and 
knowledge attained by our own and other 
countries on the subject. The report says 
the Department has accumulated a large 
amount of information which can be 
utilized .in the construction of vessels in 
the future. The report gives a resume of 
the bids and awards for the new cruisers, 
with comments on the subject. 
R eckless Raisin Packers. 
N ew Y ork, December 3d.—The Bulletin, 
which seems to be the only trade paper 
which takes active interest in the move­ 
ment of California raisin9 here, says this 
morning : Considerable comnlaint is beard 
throughout the Eastern country regarding 
the poor quality of many of the California 
raisins which have been delivered this sea­ 
son on contracts to arrive. It appears that 
Chicago houses, ambitious to do business, 
seat their agents East to enter into con­ 
tracts, guaranteeing the quality equal to 
the Flag, Austin, Lion or Riverside brands, 
at the same time quoting the figure from 
25(3* 40c per box below the quotations asked 
for the above. With this understanding a 
large number of orders were taken. When 
the deliveries were made the buyers were 
made aware of the trap into which they ¡ 
had been led. The goods in most instances 
were rejected, and when the Chicago 
houses were notified of the action they 
either ordered them returned or requested 
that they should be retained upon consign­ 
ment, and sold for what they would bring. 
This is certainly poor policy for California 
packets to lend their aid to. 
An Advance in W heat. 
New Y ork, December 3d.—This was a 
very lively day on the Produce Exchange. 
Operation's in wheat were unprecedently 
large, over 23,000.000 bushels changing 
hands. The market fluctuated within the 
range of t (■> 1 ic. At the close it showed 
an advance of italic, as compared with the 
close yesterday. 
Daring the day there 
were spurts of excitement, mostly marked 
during the last session. The advance is 
attributed to several causes. Shippers have 
been decidedly freer buyers of late, and, 
besides, cable advices are all of a very en­ 
couraging tenor. 
It is thought there is 
a very large short interest both here and at 
the Vir’est.Possible Reconciliation. 
W ashington, December 3d.—Referring 
to the recent remarks by Edmunds, indi­ 
cating a desire for a reconciliation with 
Blaine, one of Blaine's earnest friends said 
he was inclined to think that the episode 
would prove to be the thunderbolt that is 
to clear the political sky and possibly have 
the final effect of bringing together the Re­ 
publican factions that have been fighting 
each other bitterly for a number of years, 
to the destruction of the party. There is 
no question that an earnest effort is being 
made in various directions to bring about 
such a state of affairs and of uniting Conk- 
ling, Blaine. Edmunds and the other great 
leaders in the support of the next national 
ticket. 
He Gave H im self Away. 
N ew Y ork. December 3d.—The World's 
Portland Me.) special says : New defalca­ 
tions of Wm. É. Gould, late cashier of the 
First National Bank, have been discovered. 
A gentleman left some securities for a loan ; 
<; cuid stole the coupons, sent them on to 
New York and had them cashed. A short 
time ago Gould wrote 'o National Bank 
Examiner Wiswell requesting him to go to 
the bank and in the vault he would find a 
certain package which he desired to have 
Wiswell hand to his son. Instead of doing 
this Wiswell consulted the President of the 
bank, who refused to let him remove it. It 
was examined and found to be a complete 
statement of his defalcations, showing at 
what times and how much money he had 
taken, where he hkd invested it, how much 
he made, how much he lost, and all the 
particulars. 
Their H air W ai Tlieir Fortune. 
N ew Y ork, December 3d.—For several 
months the seven Sutherland sisters have 
been standing in a large window in Four­ 
teenth street combing thetr iong.wavy.dark 
locks, while crowds of passers-by gazed at 
them. Ind-wrs they sold their preparation 
for improving the growth of the hair. The 
neighboring shopkeepers have grown tired 
of having ilie street blocked by gaping 
crowds, and tbey have appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court for an order to make the sis­ 
ters cease combing their hair. The motion 
will be argued next week. 
Oregon*» Choice* 
N ew Y ork. December 3 d — A Pittsburg. 
Penn., special says - Senator Mitchell, of 
Oregon, passed through here yesterday en 
route to Washington When asked, "Is 


Blaine still popular in Oregon?” here- 
plied : "He is the choice of the Republican 
party in Oregon. If the convention were 
to beheld to-morrow lie would be the can­ 
didate advocated by Oregon. He is espe­ 
cially strong with '¡lie people of our State 
on account of his well-known position on 
the Chinese question, and ihe Chinese 
question will be a factor in the selection of 
the Presidential candidate for 1888.” 
” Doc ” W ilson’s M other. 
P utnam, December 3d.—The Wilson- 
Moen allair has caused great excitement 
here and in the surrounding towns where 
Wilson formerly lived. This afternoon a 
reporter went to East Thompson and had 
an interview with Mrs. Lyman Porter, 
Wilson's mother. She said emphatically 
that she is Wilson's own mother, and that 
Jonas Wilson was his real father. She also 
said that the record of Wilson's birth at Ox­ 
ford was correct. She thinks Wilson is not in 
his right mind. She dots not know of any 
mystery. She is 68 years old. and is broken 
down in health. Wilson is a perfect picture 
of her in the face, especially the nose, fore­ 
head. and expression of the eyes. She Says 
she never saw or heard of Moen till of late 
years. Her husband is a shoemaker, and 
is supported mostly by Wilson. Mr. Porter 
says his wife avers that Wilson is her legit­ 
imate son. 
M ysterious A ttem pt at Suicide. 
N ew Y ork, December 3d.—On Thursday 
evening a cultivated, bandsomelv-dressed 
woman, wearing diamond jewelry, regis­ 
tered and took a room at the Grand Union 
Hotel under the name of "Mrs. A. Dun­ 
bar, Newark, N. J.” Nothing more was 
seen of her till this afternoon, when her 
room was broken into by the hotel people 
and she was found entirely nude and lying 
across the bol almos: dead from the effects 
of chloroform and a dose of chloral. Medi­ 
cal aid was summoned, and after she had 
been revived to some extent she was re­ 
moved to a hospital, where she was finally 
brought out of danger. In her delirium 
she constantly called for her little boy. 
When pressed she admitted that she had 
attempted suicide. She said her name was 
Catharine Skillings, and that her home was 
in Winchester. Mass. She would say no 
more. On the plate on the bag which she 
carried the name "Skillings” was en­ 
graved. 
In a memorandum book the 
words “ Mrs. M. D. Davis Dunbar, Rox- 
bury, Mass.,” were written. The police 
believe the name Davis is that of the 
woman. 
AYashington Notes. 
W ashington. December 3d.—The Secre­ 
tary of War, by direction of the President, 
has ordered Lieutenant A. W. Greely to 
take charge of the Signal Office during the 
temporary absence of General Hazen, Chief 
Signal Officer. 
It is understood that James Patton, Com­ 
missioner of Navigation, ha* been requested 
to resign. 
The Secretary of the Navy to-day issued 
an order directing that on January 1st next 
all stores and supplies, property and plants 
at the navy yards and stations, belonging 
to the Navy Department, with the excep­ 
tion of vessels, and stores and supplies 
coming under the cognizance of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, and of the Marine 
Corps, be trassferred to the Bureau of Pro­ 
visions and Clothing, and an officer of the 
Pay Corps is to be designated as General 
Store-keeper at each yard and station. 
Our R epresentatives. 
W ashington, December 3d.—P.epresenta- 
tive McKenna and family arrived here to­ 
night, and Messrs. Felton and Morrow are 
expected to-morrow. 
Vessel in Distress. 
V ineyard H aven (Mass.), December 3d. 
An unknown three-masted schooner has 
been ashore on the L'Hommedieu shoal. 
Vineyard sound, since yesterday, with 
signals for assistance flying. Owing to a 
southwest gale which is prevailing, no as­ 
sistance can reach her. The sea is break­ 
ing over her and she is covered with ice. 
It is believed she is the William T. Don­ 
nelly, Captain Bassett, from Baltimore for 
Boston with coal. 
The Am erica’s Cup. 
N eat Y ork. December 3d.—William 
York, Secretary of the Royal Clyde Yacht 
Club, has written to the New York Yacht 
Club a letter stating that Bell’s yacht will 
be called the Thistle, and as soon as she is 
ready for measurement a formal challenge 
for the America’s cup will be forwarded. 
H eading for W ashington. 
N ew Y ork, December 4th—a. m.—A 
number of members of Congress on their 
way to Washington were in the city yes­ 
terday. None of them were feeling confi­ 
dent of accomplishing much in the way of 
legislation. There will be less than three 
months in which to do the work of the 
session, if the usual time is taken for the 
holiday recess. Efforts will be made, one 
member said, to prevent adjournment this 
y;ar for the holiday festivities, but such 
efforts have always met with defeat 
Nearly one-half of the present members 
have not been re-elected, and they will not 
be anxious to work during the holidays. 
Proposed Flve-Cent Grant Fund. 
N ew Y ork, December 4th—a. m.—Geo. 
W. Dacunha, the artist, has started at 
Mont Clair, Md., a club known as the 
Grant Monument Memorial Nicke! Fund 
Association. No member is allowed to 
contribute more than five cents. Each 
member is to collect as many nickels as 
possible, but must not accept more than 
five cents from any one person. Heads of 
families may contribute rive cents for each 
member of the family. It is recommended 
that such elubs be founded throughout the 
country, ths enrolled members, names and 
amounts collected to be sent to the Secre­ 
tary, R. T. Greener, No. 146 Broadway. 
The Grant fund has now reached $123.­

H aggiu’s Colts. 
New Y ork, December 4th.— a . m .— The 
Mail and Express says: Before the holidays 
are over speculation on the Withers stake 
of 1887 will be quite active. Turfmen 
recognize this race as the great spring 
event of the year in this section. Mr. Hag- 
gin, who surprised us when he won the 
Withers with Tyrant, has nearly a dozen 
entries. Some of them have never started 
in a race before. The best known of the 
lot are Milton and Firenzi. I consider 
Milton one of the best colts of last 
season. I do not think he was much be­ 
hind King Fox. Firenzi is a fleet filly. If 
she has any superior it is Connemara. 
These two alone make Mr. Haggin's con­ 
tingent formidable, and among his un­ 
known lot he may have another Tyrant 
or Ban Fox. Among the other good racers 
in this classic race are Kingdom, Bradford 
and Oneko, of Appleby A Johnson's string;

The President’s M essage. 
W ashington. December 4th.— a. m.— 
Gossiping on the President's message says 
the fisheries question will be discussed and 
the creation of an International Commis 
sion to settle it wiil probably be again ad­ 
vocated. The enactment of a law to place 
the Consular and diplomatic service on a 
better footing wiil be recommended. It is 
thought the prospect of a resumption 
of regular diplomatic intercourse be­ 
tween the Fnited States and Aus­ 
tria - JJungary 
may 
be a 
feature. 
The failure of the House, at its last session, 
i to take action on the Chinese indemnity 
bill or the bill to render more effective the 


law relating to Chinese immigration, will 
be likely to cause a renewal of the recom­ 
mendation in regard to these measures. 
The settlement of the Alaska boundary 
and the boundary between the United 
States and Mexico will be alluded to. It is 
believed the President will approve the 
recommendation of the Secretary of the 
Interior in regard to refunding the indebted­ 
ness of the Pacific railroads, so as to 
enables the companies to discharge their 
obligations to the Government, as well as 
to individual creditors. It is understood 
that new and more stringent anti-polygamy 
legislation will be recommended, includ­ 
ing a measure for the disfranchisement of 
polygamists in the Territories, and one 
to prevent the admission of Mormons into 
the Fnited States from foreign countries. 
The Gentlem an from the "Dlack District." 
N ew Y ork, December 4th—a. m.—Rob­ 
ert Smalls, the colored Congressman from 
South Carolina, who was defeated at the 
recent election by Col. Wm. L. Elliott, will 
contest Elliott s election, and says he is 
confident the House will seat him, although 
it has a Democratic majority. He says the 
Democratic party would not dare to enter 
the campaign of 1888 after allowing 
Elliott to 
bold a 
seat so fraud­ 
ulently 
obtained from 
the famous 
“ Black District” of South Carolina, with 
its 25,000 Republican majority. He thinks 
it would strengthen the party at the Nortli 
to put out the white for the colored con­ 
testant, and the party leaders will retire 
Elliott for effect. Smalls has visited every 
polling place in his district since the elec­ 
tion, and has collected a mass of affidavits 
to support his charges of fraud.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Cabinet Crisis In France. 
P a r is, December 3d.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day Surrien, Minister of the 
Interior, spoke in opposition to the motion 
for the abolition of the offices of Sub­ 
Prefects. He promised that he would in­ 
troduce a bill providing for the partial ab­ 
olition of these offices. Prime Minister 
De Freycinet supported Sarrien, and re­ 
proached the Opposition for seizing every 
chance offered to overthrow the Govern­ 
ment. The Chamber, however, adopted 
the motion for the total abolition by a ma­ 
jority of 13 votes, thus defeating the Gov­ 
ernment. 
It is reported that De Freycinet, Sarrien 
and Goblet, Minister of Public Instruction, 
will resign. There was intense excitement 
in the lobbies of the chambers, and after 
the vote was announced the sitting of the 
Chamber was suspended at the instance of 
De Freycinet, in order that the Cabinet 
might consider its position. 
THE CABINET RESIGNS. 
P a r is, December 3d— p. m .— After the 
Cabinet meeting the Ministers went to the 
Elysee Palace and tendered their resigna­ 
tions to Present Grevy. 
WILL MEET AGAIN. 
P aris, December 3d.—The Cabinet will 
meet to-morrow. It is believed tbat Presi­ 
dent Grevy is averse to dissolving the Min­ 
istry, and will ask M. De Freycinet to re­ 
form the Cabinet. M. Sarrien, De Velle 
and Coblet will probably insist upon re­ 
tiring. 
Bism arck Has H is Eye Still on France. 
B erlin, December 3d.—In the Reichstag 
to-day, during the débate on the first read­ 
ing of the military biil, the Progressists 
signified their willingness to vote in sup­ 
port of the requirements of the bill if the 
Government would reduce the period of 
service from three years to two. This the 
Government refused to consent to. General 
Bronsart Von Sheelindorff. Prussian Min­ 
ister of War, advocated for the Government 
the passage of the bill. He said : “Despite 
her pacific policy, Germany may, within a 
measurable time, be involved in war. For 
the momeat such danger does not threaten, 
but the present epoch is most difficult. It 
is most natural that we should compare our 
war strength with that of France. With 
less inhabitants than Germany, France has 
a higher peace effective force. Shall we 
allow ourselves to be outstripped by a 
neighboring State in which we cannot per­ 
ceive that degree of friendliness that would 
avert war? The biil is of the most urgent 
character. The Reichstag must pass this 
measure before Christmas, if the purpose 
of the Government is to be attained. [Sen­ 
sation.] Let any one who regards the ad­ 
ditional burdens upon the people as un­ 
bearable, acquaint himself with the state of 
affairs on the other side of the Vosges. The 
Government is in earnest. It does not ask 
for more than it intends to accept." 
A Bibulous Bishop. 
London. December 3d.—The Truth this 
week states that the Bishop of Manchester 
has more pluck than a majority of eminent 
ecclesiastics. He has dared to own frankly 
that he has tried total abstinence and finds 
it does not agree with him. At the close 
of the second year he broke down utterly, 
and was told by his doctor he must either 
give up half his work or take a light stim­ 
ulant with his principal meal. There are 
a good many hard-brain workers whose 
experience is very similar, and who will 
feel more comfortable when tbey find the 
Bishop in their company. There was an 
offertory in Winchester Cathedral last week 
for the church temperance society, when 
the congregation in the nave, numbering 
500 persons, contributed the very temperate 
sum of 20 pence. 
The Cam paign in Ireland. 
N ew Y ork, December 4th—a.m .—T. P. 
O'Connor’s London special to the Star says: 
The Government is confronted with fresh 
obstacles to coercion in Ireland. With the 
expectation of arrest and imprisonment 
the lay leaders of the National League have 
arranged for their work being carried 
on under the auspices of priests who, 
since Archbishop W alshs declaration 
in favor of the campaign against 
unfair rents, have openly allied themselves 
with the popular party. Every priest’s 
chapel will be turned into a committee- 
room. In the national cause thus coercion 
measures 
against 
the lay leaders 
will 
be useless, and the Govern­ 
ment will have to cast the priests 
into prison. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
in despair at the complexion of the situa­ 
tion, has returned to London to personally 
consult his colleagues. His position on 
both sides of the channel has been seri­ 
ously weakened by the attack on his ad­ 
ministration by leading Tory and Unionist 
papers and the personal papers of Union­ 
ists. He is credited with a strong desire to 
retire in favor of some man made of 
sterner metal. 
From the Nationalists' 
standpoint things are going ahead with 
great speed in the right direction. It is 
admitted in Tory circles that the adhesion 
of Archbishop Walsh to the tenants' pian 
of the campaign is the most serious blow 
the Government has received. It can be 
met, they assert, only by t5e most rigorous 
coercion.

San F rancisco, December 3d.—This was 
another eventful day about the stock mar­ 
kets and brokers’ offices. From an early 
hour the approaches to the two exchanges 
were crammed with an excited crowd eager 
to learn news of the first call on which, to 
them, would bring happiness or dismay. 
They had not long to wait, for the San 
Francisco Board met promptly at 9:30 
o’clock, and a few minutes later Con. Vir­ 
ginia rang out $40 quickly, followed by a 
drop to $39 ; Best A Belcher, which closed 
last night at $23, opened this morning at 
$21 and in a few minutes went to $20. The 
bears made a savage onslaught on these 
two stocks, but the bulls were too strong 
and many bears went down in the disaster. 
The middle stocks showed an improve­ 
ment, the bears devoting less time among 
them. Savage, which closed at $15 75 last 
night, opened at $16, and further improved 
to $17. Chollar gained $6, the bid going to 
$6 50, and Potosí jumped from $6 to $9 and 
then to$10 871- Ophir was the only north 
end stock which showed any improve­ 
ment, opening at $25 50 with a further 
jump a few minutes later to $26 50. Over 
four million dollars have been withdrawn 
from the city savings banks, every cent of 
which has gone into stocks. This shows 
that the laboring classes are taking a hand 
in the deal. 
A BIG BEAR SQUEEZED. 
Shortly before noon the announcement 
was made of the suspension of R. F. Mor­ 
row. Morrow is not a broker, but had 
made many contracts to deliver stocks at a 
figure much below present quotations. He 
claims to be worth $1,000,000 over his lia­ 
bilities, and bis embarrassment will only 
be temporary. Rumors were on the street 
that the Bank of California had been 
forced to foreclose on stocks pledged by 
Maurice Schmitt and R. F. Morrow, and it 
was definitely stated that Schmitt had lost 
all of liis interest in the Sutter-street Rail­ 
road. Both of these statements were false. 
OTHER FAILURES. 
At noon the firm of Kullman & Co., 
brokers of the Pacific Stock Exchange, sur­ 
rendered to the inevitable, and announced 
tbat they were unable to meet their obliga­ 
tions. They consoled their victims bv 
promising that their suspension would “ be 
but temporary.' 
Next came the announcement of the 
failure of J. Mackenzie, a stock broker. 
His liabilities are not known. A month 
ago he was worth a clear $100,000, but to­ 
day he stands stripped of everything. 
NOTES OF THE CONFLICT. 
A rumor that Moriow and Mackay were 
pulling against each other was denied at 
the Nevada Bank by Mr. Brander. who 
said that the two had never had any busi­ 
ness relations with each other, and tbat 
there was no cause for the rumor. 
Among the lucky dabblers in stock is Au­ 
ditor Strother who, a few days ago, ordered 
broker Mackenzie to buy him 1,000 shares 
of stock. The order was filled, and after­ 
ward the “ watch-dog of the treasury" or­ 
dered the stock sold. This was done, ami 
Mr. Strother, without advancing a dollar, 
cleared up $22,000. 
Greenebaum & Straus had 300 customers 
or more, and though the business manager 
could not state what its loss would amount 
to in exact figures, it would probably be as 
high as $8iX'.u00 or $850.000. Yesterday, 
before the firm assigned, it was offered 
$100,000 by one gentleman, and alterwards 
another capitalist offered to advance $200.­ 
000. But the firm refused. It did not know 
how its accounts were, and would not ac­ 
cept the offer. 
TURNBULL ON DECK. 
Major-General Turnbull to-day said to a 
Post reporter : “ I have come back to take 
a hand in this deal. I still hold my seat in 
the board, and as it is now worth $10,000, I 
think I may as well get some good out of 
it. I could have made $100 on commission 
this morning if I bad had an office. I shall 
secure one at once. You need not look for 
a heavy advance of stocks, but I believe 
that they will go along steadily.” 
SOBROWFUL SCENES. 
Fiom the Call: "Among the numerous 
losers by the crash of yesterday were a 
large number of women. Yesterday dur­ 
ing the day they were to be seen elbowing 
their way among the throng on Pine 
street, making anxious inquiries about the 
condition of the market, and some of them 
longing wistfully for the money tbey had 
the hands of the suspended firms. Yes­ 
terday afternoon two ladies stood on the 
front porch of the Stock Exchange build­ 
ing, on Pine street, weeping and bemoan­ 
ing the loss of their all, which had been in­ 
vested on margin and swept away in the 
sudden decline. Another lady stood on 
the corner of Pine and Montgomery streets, 
explaining sorrowfully to several bystand­ 
ers how she had bought 250 shares of Con­ 
solidated California at the lowest price and 
had given orders to sell it yesterday morn­ 
ing to one of the suspended brokers. She 
said she supposed it was all gone, and wept 
so bitterly that even the excited mob, in­ 
tent on speculation only, was moved to 
sympathy.” 
THE DEAL IN NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork. December 3d.—The excite­ 
ment at the Mining Exchange in Broadway 
yesterday beat anything of the kind ever 
before witnessed, even in that excitable 
place. The floor was densely packed by an 
eager crowd bidding for the Comstocks 
with an eagerness that could not be sur­ 
passed even in San Francisco in former 
vears, and leading brokers professed to 
have private advices from Virginia City, as 
well as from San Francisco, of a character 
to justify the belief that rich ore had been 
struck in other mines besides Consolidated 
Virginia, but it was Noticed that they were 
careful to keep these private advices to 
themselves. 
EVIDENTLY NOT POSTED. 
The outside public, as if taking it for 
granted that there was good news, gave 
orders to buy right and left, with Sutro 
Tunnel a favorite card for the time being. 
Months ago it’could have been bought for 
10 cents. To-day it was rushed up to 57 
cents, in transactions tbat ran up to a 
quarter of a million shares. Brokers at 
the regular Stock Exchange, as well as at 
the Mining Board, occasionally took hands 
in the game, and for a while the railway 
list was neglected. Consolidated California 
and Virginia, which sold up to $48, was 
kicked about the Board last summer at $1 
per share. How long the inflation is to go 
on depends on the question whether ore 
has really been discovered on the lode in 
sufficient quantities to warrant the deal. 
Mr. Mackay is reported to be still at Vir­ 
ginia City, and that fact is accepted as proof 
that there is something in the wind besides 
rumors. 
WHERE 13 “ s i l v e r CLIFF?” 
N ew Y ork. December 3d.—The mining 
fever has got into the Stock Exchange, and 
many brokers and their customers are buy­ 
ing this kind of stocks, in consequence of 
the recent sharp rise which brought them 
into great prominence. Bull points are 
heard on all sides. Silver Cliff, which was 
introducted some years ago by James R. 
Keene and other prominent men, set the 
market going on expected developments, 
some brokers taking $4 to $5 for it. Dead- 
wood is another stock reported to be good 
for a further rise. Numerous other shares 
are mentioned in the same category. The 


bear failures on the Pacific coast have at­ 
tracted a good deal of attention. 
BLIGIITLY^ DIMINISHED BOOM. 
N ew Y ork, December 3d.—The boom in 
mining stoek3 continued to-day on a some­ 
what diminished scale, and speculation 
turned for a time from the Comstocks to 
low-priced securities. Among those most 
active to-day were State Line shares, Ori­ 
ental and Miller, Silver Cliff and Central 
Arizona, all of which advanced from 10 to 
15 cents. To-day the heaviest trading was 
in Sutro Tunnel, but the advance brought 
out so much stock that a decline of 5 cents 
was recorded from the closing sale of last 
night. 
THE WHY OF THE WHEREFORE NOT AP­ 
PARENT. 
N ew Y ork, December 4th—a. m.—The 
Tribune says :*The heavy failures on the 
San Francisco Stock Exchange have had 
the effect to check in par the speculation in 
mining shares in the New York market. 
Prices were somewhat lower yesterday, al 
though there was partial recovery before 
the close ot business. Sutro Tunnel de­ 
clined from 50 to 44 cents, and closed at 47 
cents. It is over five years since the col­ 
lapse of the mining excitement, and it is 
not considered probable that a renewal of 
it will be seen for a long time. The recent 
revival has led the victims of that coast to 
rummage among their old papers for 
shares which they have since regarded as 
worthless, and an important advance would 
result naturally in a torrent of stocks. No 
one seems to know anything about the 
basis of the advance.

VICTIMIZED MEXICANS. 
An A lleged A gent of Abbey Gets Away 
with S ’iO.OOO. 
[By Telegraph to the Recokd-Union. i 
City of M exico, December 3d.—A tre­ 
mendous sensation occurred here to day, 
and is the subject of gossip in all the clubs, 
cafes and places of amusement. For the 
last two days there has been great excite­ 
ment over the sale of tickets at the National 
Theater for the Patti season of five nights 
in January. The crowd around the Na­ 
tional Theater has fairly blocked the 
streets, and the police were required to 
preserve order. It seemed as if die city 
had already witnessed tiie advent of the 
songstress. The prices of boxes were $50, 
and seats $6. These were three times the 
ordinary prices. The ostensible agent of 
Mr. Abbey, who was conducting the sale 
of tickets, was a man giving his name as 
Mayer, and claiming to be a brother of M. 
R. Mayer, Mr. Abbey’s friend and business 
associate. He bad with iiim letters, one 
of which purported to be from Abbey, 
which he showed to Minister Manning and 
other people. The theater had already been 
engaged for the Patti season by Edward W. 
Orrin. of the firm of Orrin Bros . proprie­ 
tors of an American circus, who knew Mr. 
Mayer, of New York, but as Mr. Orrin was 
overwhelmed with business regarding the 
opening of his own entertainment, which 
is a standard attraction here, he had no 
time to give to other matter, or else the 
plot might possibly have been detected. 
The alleged advance agent had letters to 
some of the best-known people here, and 
no one suspected the fraud. The sale of 
tickets began on Thursday morning, people 
waiti g at the theater door from an early 
hour to get the first choice. 
Seats were 
bought in whole blocks, some persons pay­ 
ing $1,000 for boxes. In the course ol the 
day 
THE BOX OFFICE HAD TAKEN IN $18 600. 
And on the previous day the private sales 
amounted to $6 300, making total cash 
sales of $24.000. The Governor of the 
Federal District was somewhat suspicions, 
and sent to Mayer to inquire if anyone 
was responsible for the large amount of 
money being taken from the public, 
but Maver managed to avoid any act tbat 
would further excite suspicion. It is un­ 
derstood that every seat was taken for 
the whole five nights, but some well- 
known persons, as is the custom here, 
did not pay for them in advance, but 
merely gave orders, so that the amount in 
cash actually taken does not come up to 
half the seating capacity of the theater for 
the five nights. Last night Mayer went to 
the hotel where he lodged accompanied by 
a policeman nominally appointed to guard 
him. but in reality to see that he deposited 
all the money in the hotel safe. In some 
ingenious way. it is said. Mayer had trans­ 
ferred over $20,000 in bills oh the National 
Bank and'Bank of London to the pockets 
of his overcoat, aud thus deluded the po­ 
liceman into believing that all had been 
deposited in the safe. At all events, this 
morning Mayer did not appear at the box- 
office of the theater, nor was he at the 
hotel. The safe was opened, and there was 
only found $4,300 in silver dollars, which 
of course could not be taken away. 
NOW THE AUTHORITIES ARE LOOKING FOR 
MEYER, 
And speculators are weeping and receiving, 
as best they can. the condolences of their 
friends. At this Capital people are saying 
that the man was an American, but lie 
spoke English with a marked foreign ac­ 
cent, and had a German cast of counte­ 
nance. This afternoon Mayer’s interpreter 
was arrested at Orizaba, whither it is said 
he had gone to make some arrangement 
for excursions to this city. One theory is 
that Mayer has gone north by rail and 
dilligence, and another is that he is secreted 
here until the matter blows over. 


SOUTHERX PACIFIC. 
W hat Com m issioner Johnston H as to Say 
of It. 
[By telegraph to the Rrcord-Union.] 
Washington, December 3d.—The Com- 
i: ssioner of Railroads. General Joseph E. 
J ihnston. in his annual report says of the 
b mthern Pacific extension : “ Thirty-five 
miles of steel rails and 140.000 new ties 
have been placed on the track. Fifteen 
miles of the track have been ballasted with 
coarse sand and gravel, nearly three miles 
of side-track built, several new buildings 
have been constructed at the smaller sta­ 
tions, water pipes have been extended, and 
there has been a considerable enlargement 
of ihe passenger house at Los Angeles. The 
rolling-stock is in very good condition, and 
is apparently sufficient for the ordinary 
business of the line. The Northern divis­ 
ion, from San Francisco to Soledad and 
San Ardo, a distance of 183 miles, was in­ 
spected. The track, buildings and equip­ 
ment of this division are in very good con­ 
dition, and the business seems carefully 
managed. The extension of the road frotii 
Soledad toward the main line, near New- 
hall, has been so far advanced that regular 
trains will no doubt be running as far as 
San Miguel by November of the present 
year. Th>s will be an addition of 65 miles, 
making the distance from San Francisco to 
San Miguel 208 miles. The great improve­ 
ments which have been made at Monterey 
render that one of the most attractive re­ 
sorts of the country, and have been the 
means of bringing in excellent and steadily 
increasing passenger business to this road. 
The company now operates in this division 
220 miles, which will be increased consid­ 
erably during next year."

Tlie N oav Rear River Bridge.

The California Bridge Com­ 
pany are the contractors and builders, and 
they have done excellent work and built 
a bridge that will stand for many years.

A Paper Sued for Libel.

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ANCIENT TEMPLES. 


THE MYJ>TERTOU.*t PYRAMIDS OF 
LA 0 FEMADA IJÍ MEXICO. 


A F a llen City o f I n k n o w n H istory— 
A ztec A lta rs—A d v en tu res o f 
an E xp lorin g P arty. 


(Reoobd-Union Special Correspondence.l 
Z acatecas, Mexico, Nov. 18, 188t>. 
The most interesting spot in this State— 
in fact one of the most curious in all Mex­ 
ico—lies about thirty m iles southwest of 
the city of Zacatecas, near the Indian vil­ 
lage called La Quemada. It is an immense 
collection of ruins, whose origin has puz­ 
zled scientists of the w orld; and to this day 
it rem ains an open question by w hat peo­ 
ple they were builded. Not a trace of the 
ancient name of the ruined city, nor that 
of the nation who inhabited it centuries 
ago, is anywhere to be found. The only 
light thrown upon the subject is the theory 
of the em inent Abbe Clavigero, who, in his 
history of Mexico, say s: 
“ The situation of Chieomoztoc, where 
the early Mexicans sojourned nine years, 
is not know n: but it appears to be that 
place, thirty miles from Zacatecas, where 
are still the ruins of imm ense edifices, 
which, according to the traditions of the 
Zacateeanoes, was the work of the Aztecs 
on their migration. 
It certainly cannot be 
ascribed to any other people, for the native 
Zacaiecanoes of that day were so barbarous 
as neither to live in houses nor know how to 
build them .” 
. 
We know that the Aztecs, coming from 
the north, arrived in the Valley of Mexico 
in 1245 ; and the speculation is that before 
this period, during the long years of wan­ 
dering that brought them southward, some 
of the tribes m ust have tarried here and 
built the city. The rocky eminence upon 
w hich it stands, called 
" EL CEREO DE LOS EDIFICIOS,'' 
Rises abruptly from the plains like another 
Acropolis. The sum m it is reached by an 
ancient causeway on the northern side, 
which ascends with easy slope, guarded by 
basti m and a double wall, while on the 
other side the precipitous rocks form natu­ 
ral defenses. 
The entire m ountain is covered thickly 
w ith ruins, but chiefly on the southern 
sitie may be traced the remains of magnifi­ 
cent temples, pyramids, altars and edifices 
of sacrifice, all cut from solid basalt, and 
rising in the highest part more than 400 
feet above the surrounding country. 
The 
rock-built walls were formerly joined by 
¡nortar, but the stones—m any of which 
are twenty feet thick and of corresponding 
Light—are held in place m ainly % their 
own massiveness. F or a full and m inute 
account of this rem arkable place, perm it 
m e to refer you to Captain Lyon, who made 
it the study of m onths and has written a 
careful description. 
The modern Zacatecanos will tell you 
that it is impossible to visit Q uem ada; {hat 
there is no place of entertainm ent for man 
or beast w ithin m any miles of the ruins; 
that, in fact, there is not m uch to see any 
way. 
You must not m ind those lazy folk, 
however, when traveling in Mexico, hut 
by all means bring a little Anglo-Saxon 
energy to hear upon the case. 
Betsy and I 
did it. aroused our unsym pathetic country­ 
men. living in that vicinity, who have one 
and all fallen into dulce fa r nientc ways of 
the Mexicans, organized a reluctant party, 
and succeeded beyond our wildest hopes in 
exploring the ruins. 
It was late in the afternoon when we 
reached the foot of the m ountain, and the 
thirty-m ile horse-back ride had shaken out 
of us much of our accustomed “ vim.” but 
the spirit of exploration was still strdng 
enough to spur us up the hights among the 
lengthened shadows cast by the setting 
3Un. 
Ascending the grand causeway (whose 
rough pavem ent is still uninjured, with 
here and there a heap of stones, as if the 
.remains of some altar, each paved around 
w ith a border of fiat stones arraigned like a 
six-rayed star) we entered 
THE DESERVED CITY 
Where our horses found rich pasturage in 
spacious courts where monarchs may once 
have feasted. 
Passing over several' wide 
parapets and raised terraces covered with 
gigantic pillars—m any of which are still 
standing—through various quadrangular 
3paces. part pyramids, large and small, aud 
ruined temples and palaces of vast propor­ 
tions—we scrambled on to the upper works 
over a well-buttressed but crum bling wail. 
This wall, on its steepest side, is twenty- 
one feet high, and the width of its sum m it 
(which is level with an extensive platform) 
is exactly the same. 
It is a double wall, 
the first one—ten feet thick—being covered 
w ith smooth cement, the second wall built 
close against it. 
Its platform, which faces 
toward the south, is nearly a hundred feet 
square, and on its center stands the remains 
of a circular building, while the middle of 
the quadrangle is occupied by a mound of 
3tones, doubtless an altar. 
, 
Not far beyond, by a broad opening be­ 
tween two massive and perfect walls, we 
entered upon an enormous square or court. 
T his space is suirounded on three sides by 
an elevateil terrace, having steps cut in the 
center of each side, by which to descend to 
the quart?. Each terrace is backed by a 
wail, twenty by nine feet. From the east 
an entrance, thirty feet wide, com m uni­ 
cates w ith this court, and on the south are 
two openings scarcely smaller, while on 
the west is only one very narrow doorway 
leading to an artificial cave or dungeon. 
On the north this square is cut off by the 
steep m ountain, and in the center of that 
side stands a pyramid with seven distinct 
ledges. 
Im m ediately behind this pyramid, 
and ail in that portion facing the square, 
are 
NUMEROUS TIERS OF SEATS, 
E ither scooped out of the rock or built of 
rough stones. 
In the middle of the square, 
due south of the pyramid, is a small, quad­ 
rangular pile of stones, about five feet high 
and seven feet wide at the sum m it. 
Un­ 
questionably this was an altar, and from 
the whole character of the place in which 
it stands, the peculiar form of the pyramid, 
the surrounding terrace, and the seats on 
the m ountain side, there can be no doubt 
that it was once a grand hall of assembly 
and of sacrifice. 
Not one of our guides or servants could 
be induced to enter the cave, about which 
m any superstitious stories are believed. 
H aving no torches with which to explore 
It, we could merely see that it had a nar­ 
row, well-built entrance, showing in many 
places the remains of smooth plastering. It 
is said to be very deep, and doubtless 
was the 
place 
of 
confinement 
for 
victims 
of 
the 
sacrifice. 
Close by 
is 
a 
sheer 
cliff, 
150 
feet 
high, 
down which, probably, the bodies were 
throw n of those whose liviDg hearts had 
been tom out, according to the horrible 
sacrificial customs of the early Aztecs. 
A 
carefully-built causeway term inates directly 
beneath’ this cave and its overhanging cliff, 
and conjecture can form no other idea of 
its utility than as being in some m anner 
connected with the purposes of the dun­ 
geon. 
Well, we ate our picnic supper upon the 
sum m it of El Cerro, using for a table the 
rocky pile that had once served for hum an 
sacrifices. 
Even the stones upon which we 
sat had been carved by forgotten bands, 
perhaps a thousand years ago. Every ob­ 
ject that met our gaze was a suggestive but 
m ute memorial of the long-departed peo­ 
ple. Our native companions, who believed 
in ghosts, witchcraft and avenging spirits, 
were naturally full of superstitious fancies. 
They endow ¿11 m anner of creeping things 
‘ supe: 
! ides 
w ith supernatural attributes, and having a 
vague idea of the 
TRANSMIGRATION OF SOCLS, 
T hey looked with especial fear upon the 
innum erable lizzards aud basilisks that 
darted everywhere about us, thinking that 
these reptiles m ight be anim ated by the 
spirits of the vanished races! 
We lingered in this strange reception- 
hall till the moon shone full upon the 
m ountains, and fam iliar stars whose faces 
we had know in the far-away N orth came 
out and winked at ns in friendly recog­ 
nition, while in im agination we attem pted 
to repeople these deserted palaces. No 
words can do justice to the melancholy 
scene, nor to the thoughts that crowded 
upon us during the sleepless night, which 
we were obliged to pass at a near-by 
ranche. -The winds, wailing through the 


trackless forest, seemed full of voices striv­ 
ing to tell us whither, in infinite space, 
their strange religion carried the souls of 
those who worshiped here centuries ago. 
Long before daybreak we went out and sat 
in silence under the solemn sky, striving 
with every sense alert to analyze the myriad 
tongues of nature. 
But no secrets were 
whispered—man, bird and beast has de­ 
serted the dead city and left it to eternal 
solitude. 
, 
The ignorance and indifference of His- 
pano-Americans on the arcbteology of this 
country surpasses belief, even taking into 
account the natural indolence of southern 
races, and the fact that during the last few 
hundred years their energies have been 
m ainly expended in uprisings against an 
ever-changing Government. 
But 
since 
Stevens, M. Chamev, Dr. Le Plongeon and 
others have recently made im portant dis­ 
coveries, the Mexicans have awakened to a 
lazy consciousness of valuable possessions. 
W ith a dog-in-the-manger spirit they have 
enacted rigorous laws against the exporta­ 
tion of relics, idols, etc., which would en­ 
rich the m useums of the world, yet in 
which they themselves are not sufficiently 
interested to bring to light. 
There are innum erable ruined cities, bur­ 
ied deep in the wildernesses of Mexico and 
Central America, which still await in si­ 
lence the coming of the explorer ; there are 
hundreds of deserted temples and crum ­ 
bling pyramids which were builded so tar 
back ir. the twilight of time that no tradi­ 
tions rem ain of the builders. In Yucatan 
alone no less than 
SIXTY-SEVEN PREHISTORIC CITIES 
Have been discovered, despite the fact that 
this wildest territory of Mexico presents al­ 
most insurm ountable obstacles to the trav­ 
eler, in the way of warlike savages and 
trackless deserts whose hot sands outrival 
Sahara. 
Even the all-conquering Span­ 
iards never succeeded in m aking much im ­ 
pression upon the Mayas of Y'ucatan, and 
to this day there are aboriginal tribes in 
the interior, still flourishing as before the 
conquest; 
but so powerful and blood­ 
thirsty are they that no European who has 
entered w ithin their dom ain has returned 
to tell the story. 
The first to throw any light upon the 
ruins of Mexico was Baron Alexander Yon 
H um boldt. 
He went to that wonderful 
country when full of the vigor and enthus­ 
iasm of youth, and continued his researches 
with unabated vigor until bowed with age 
and infirm ity. To him we are indebted 
for information concerning the buried city 
called San Juan Teotihuaean, with its pyr­ 
amids and “ Path of 
the 
D ead;” 
of 
Xoxichalco, the m ountain hewed down 
into terraces and named '‘The H ill of 
Flowers 
and of the great pyram ids of 
Cholula and Papantla. 
But of m any other 
prehistoric cities and pyram ids beyond the 
valley of Mexico—hidden in pathless for­ 
ests and untrodden deserts, ruined, desolate 
and nameless—H um boldt never heard. 
By the way, a modern Mexican historian 
has lately made a new attem pt to prove 
that America was discovered in the fifth 
century A. D. by a party of Buddhist 
m onks from Afghanistan, of whom one— 
H w ui Shan, by name—returned to Asia 
after an absence of forty-one years. 
A 
short accourtt of the land which be visited, 
supposed to be Mexico, was included in t' e 
official history of China. There is proof 
that H w ui Shan actually did visit some un­ 
known Eastern region ; 
and it is also true 
that all the traditions of ancient Mexico 
contain an account of the arrival of some 
monks, who came from the westward in 
the days of the Toltecs—the people who 
preceded the Aztecs in this country.

W ilY HE FOUGHT AT GETTYSBURG. 


W as it a Choice betw een Exits o r a D e­ 
lib e ra te P lan o f O p eratio n ? 
In an article in the Century for Decem­ 
ber, General H enry J. H unt, who com­ 
manded all the Union artillery in the bat­ 
tle writes as follows : 
“ It had not been General Lee’s intention 
to deliver a general battle whilst so far 
from his base unless attacked, but he now 
found him self by the mere force of circum­ 
stances committed to one. If it m ust take 
place, the sooner the better. His arm y was 
now nearly all on the ground, and delay, 
whilst it could not improve his own posi­ 
tion, would certainly better that of his an­ 
tagonist. Lpngstreet, indeed, urged General 
Lee instead of attacking to turn Meade’s 
left, and by interposing between him and 
W ashington, and threatening his Commu­ 
nications, to force him to attack the Con­ 
federate arm y in position ; hot General Lee 
probably saw that Meade would be under 
no such necessity; would have no great 
difficulty in obtaining supplies, and—dis­ 
regarding the clamor from W ashington — 
could play a waiting game which it would 
be impossible for Lee to m aintain in the 
open country. 
He could not advance on 
Baltimore or W ashington with Meade in 
his rear, nor could his army subsist itself 
in a hostile region which would soon swarm 
with additional enemies. 
His com m uni­ 
cations could be cut off, for bis recommen­ 
dation to assemble even a small arm y at 
Culpepper to cover them and aid him had 
n it been complied with. 
“ A battle was a necessity to Lee, and a 
defeat would be more disastrous to Meade, 
and less so to himself, at Gettysburg than 
at any point east of it. 
W ith the defiles of 
the South M ountain range close in his 
rear, which could be easily held by a small 
force, a safe retreat through the Cumber­ 
land Valley was assured, so that his army, 
once through these passes, would be practi­ 
cally on the banks of the Potomac, at a point 
already prepared for crossing. A ny posi­ 
tion east of Gettysburg would deprive bim 
of these advantages. 
It is more probable 
that General Lee was influenced by cool 
calculation of this nature than by hot blood, 
or that the opening success of a chance bat­ 
tle had drawn him off his balance. 
W hat­ 
ever his reasons, he decided to accept the 
gage of battle offered by Meade, and to at­ 
tack as soott as practicable. Ewell had 
made arrangements to take possession of 
Culp’s H ill in the early morning, and his 
troops were under arms for the purpose by 
the tim e Meade had finished the moon­ 
light inspection of his lines, when it was 
ascertained by a reconnoitering party sent 
out bv Johnson, that the hill was occupied 
and its defenders on the a le rt; and further, 
from a captured dispatch from General 
Sykes to General Slocnm, that the Fifth 
Corps was on the Hanover road only four 
miles off, and would m arch at 4 a. m., for 
Culp’s Hill. Johnson thereupon deferred 
his attack and awaited Ewell’s instruc­ 
tions. 
“ General Lee had, however, during the 
night determ ined to attack the Federal left 
with Longstreet's corps, and now instructed 
Ewell, so soon as he heard Longstreet’s 
guns, to make a diversion in his favor, to 
be converted, if opportunity offered, into a 
real attack.” 


G old-T hread E m b ro id ery . 
The use of gold thread in embroidery is 
of unknown antiquity, and certainly older 
than the code of Manu. 
Indian and Chi­ 
nese staffs were interwoven with- gold in 
the earliest ages. 
“ Babylon, Tarsus, Alex­ 
andria, Bagdad, Damascus, Antioch, Tabriz, 
Sicily, Tripoli, were successively famous 
for their silk brocades.” W e have a de­ 
tailed description of the ephod of gold 
brocade made for Aaron, (Exodus xxxix.. 
2, 3.) 
“ H e made the ephod of gold, blue, 
purple and scarlet, and fine twined linen. 
And they beat the gold into thin plates, 
and cut it into wires, to work it in the blue 
and the purple and in the scarlet and the 
fine linen, with cunning work.” The Jews 
are supposed to have brought the art from 
Egypt, but no stuffs woven with gold have 
been found in Egyptian tombs. A t a later 
period, as we learn from the * Arabian 
Nights,” gold brocade was common in 
Egvpt. In the story of Abu M ohammed 
(*' Lazy Bones” ! we read that “ the vesti­ 
bule of his house was hung with curtains 
of azure brocade purpled with red gold.” 
Golden embroidery was used in the prepa­ 
ration of A thene’s Peplos at Athens. The 
historians of Alexander the Great speak of 
gold as a material of dress. 
Darius wore a 
robe adorned with golden hawks, and his 
conqueror and the Greek Generals adopted 
the same gorgeous apparel. Fliny speaks 
of fabrics consisting entirely of gold. Other 
instances are the golden m antle of St. Ce­ 
cilia (martyred about 230 A. D.), in which 
her body was found wrapped by Pope Pas­ 
cal in 821 ; the shrond of Probus Ansicins 
and his wife, found in the foundations of 
St. Peter’s at R om e; the dress of the Em ­ 
peror Honorios, and others found in graves 
in England. France. Switzerland, etc.— 
The National Becicte.

SIZE OF OUR COUNTRY. 
'• 
The geographical dignity of our country 
amazingly impresses one when viewed 
trom abroad. 
Our sister lands in the Old 
W orld are very fair to "see, but are so hud­ 
dled, have so little elbow room, one can 
hardly gat started to travel in one of them 
till he finds he bus run out of it into the 
next. 
The distance front San Francisco to 
Cape Cod is equal to that from Boston to 
the Alps. Take five of the six first-class 
powers of Europe—Great Britain (includ­ 
ing Ireland), France, Germany, Austria 
and Italy—to these add five more—Spain. 
Portugal, 
Switzerland, 
Denmark 
and 
Greece. 
You could lay them down three 
times over in the United States, and have 
all New England left uncovered. 
GRAND IN RESOURCES. 
Our nation appears grand in size when 
compared with other lands in respect to its 
present and prospective population and re­ 
sources. It has a larger population ulready 
than any European country except Italy, 
with unlim ited room for more. 
The till­ 
able land of the United States is estimated 
at a million and a half square miles, which 
is more than all Europe has. with that of 
ChiRa thrown in. 
If all our arable land 
were under the plow it would feed a nation 
of 430.000,000, aud leave 2,540,000,000 bush­ 
els of grain for export. 
Our m ineral re­ 
sources equal our agricultural. 
We now 
furnish one-half of the gold and silver for 
the world's supply. 
We mine iron ore in 
twenty-three States. Several of these States 
could’ singly supply the world’s demand. 
Our coal measures are inexhaustible. The 
m ining industries of 
our country are 
greater than all continental Europe, Asia, 
Africa, South America. Mexico and the 
British Colonies combined. 
MANUFACTURES. 
In m anufactures also the United States 
stands at the head of all nations. 
In 1880 
they exceeded those of Great Britain by a 
value of $030,000 000. 
From 1870 to 1880 
the m anufactures of France increased in 
value $230,000,000, 
those of 
Germany 
$430.000,000, those of Great Britain $53o!- 
000.000, while ours increased $1,030,000,­ 
000. 
By common consent America surpasses 
all other nations in the excellence of her 
m echanic arts. 
The Mechanical World of 
London says that the United States has the 
best m achinery and tools in the world. An 
expert sent out by a Minister of the French 
Government reports that the superiority of 
American tools endangers European indus­ 
tries. 
Herbert Spencer testifies than in re­ 
spect to mechanical appliances the A m eri­ 
cans are ahead 
of all 
nations. 
Our 
Government issues four patents to the 
English one. 
W ith all these things in 
m ind an American does not feel abashed 
in the presence of any m onum ent of civil­ 
ization or art which the Old W orld has to 
show. H e can look without envy upon its 
palaces, its galleries and cathedrals, and all 
its splendid 
achievements in war and 
science and art,- for he can remember that 
bisow n nation, though young and crude 
and immature, is gigantic in stature, colos­ 
sal in resource, impact with vital energy 
and power, is still in the beginning of its 
course. 
PHYSICAL AND PHYSIOLOGICAL SUPERIORITY. 
Of the superior physical condition and 
comfort of America it is unnecessary to 
speak. To go from the west end of Lon­ 
don to the east end of Loudon is to travel 
from Paradise to Purgatory. 
No American 
can remain for even a short time in sight 
of 
the 
terrible contrasts in condition, 
brought about by the proprietary system 
of the Old World, without being driven by 
it almost to the verge of socialism. 
It is 
true, which is so often said, that we know- 
nothing about real poverty in America. In 
comparison with the terrible poverty and 
want visible in foreign places, the hum ­ 
blest of our citizens live in affluence. 
OUR BODIES ARE BETTER. 
It "is a scientific fact that Americans ex­ 
cel Englishm en and Europeans univer­ 
sally in bight, chest measurement and 
weight, which is a fact of tremendous 
significance in a question of competitive 
civilization. 
It is a demonstrated law of 
nature that superior physiological develop­ 
ment, indicating superior vital power and 
resource, will win just as certainly in the 
great race-track of the world’s civilization 
as it will in those other race-tracks with 
which we are m ore familiar. Mr. Darwin 
once said : 
“ There is apparently much 
truth in the belief that the wonderful pro­ 
gress of the United States, as well as the 
character of the people, are results of nat­ 
ural selection. 
The more energetic, rest­ 
less and courageous men have emigrated 
during the last ten or twelve generations, 
and in that great country have succeeded 
best.” 
H erbert Spencer lias said : 
“ One 
great result is. 1* think, tolerably clear. 
From biological truths it is to be inferred 
that the eventual m ixture forming the 
population of America will produce a 
more powerful type of m an than has h ith­ 
erto existed. 
I* think,” he says, “ w hat­ 
ever difficulties they may have to sur­ 
m ount, the Americans may easily look for­ 
ward to the tim e when they will have 
produced a civilization greater than any 
the world has know n.” 
THE MENACES TO THIS COUNTRY ARE 
Not few, but a few only will be mentioned : 
First, that deplorably universal national 
blight and menace, the power of alcoholic 
drink. The drink evil abroad appears not 
so m uch in the am ount of reeling or frantic 
drunkenness as in the stupefied and sodden 
conditions of its subjects. That which fren­ 
zies the average American apparently stu­ 
pefies the average European. 
It produces 
delirium here, besotted idiocy there. Alco­ 
holic drink is destined to be a far more 
formidable factor of mischief than it ever 
has been, or probably can be, in other 
countries. The difference between phlegm 
and nerve in calculating the progressive 
physiological effect of intemperance is im ­ 
mense. The phlegm atic German, Swiss or 
Englishm an absorbs bis wine or beer till 
he is filled up like a sponge, and, like a 
sponge, is heavy, dead, soggy. The nervous 
American descendant at three or four re­ 
moves from that phlegmatic drinker is a 
very different creature. 
Alcoholic stim u­ 
lants infianie instead of stupefying him . 
They are like fire applied to tow or touched 
to powder. 
It took his foreign progenitor 
forty or fifty years to kill him self with 
drink. The typical American doe3 it in 
only four or five. 


THE DRINK EVIL. 
The drink evil threatens to be ten times 
as great, therefore, in the physiological 
point of view, among Americans as it is 
among Europeans. 
But that is not the 
most 
alarm ing difference between the 
drink-power here and abroad. Abroad it 
will subm it somewhat to national and m u­ 
nicipal control. 
Here it refuses to. 
W ith 
us the supreme menace of the drink-power 
assumes a political complexion. It is with 
us a stupendous law-breaking and law- 
defying power. It is a gigantic debauching 
and corrupting power. 
It breaks law, de­ 
fies law. 
It also dictates law and enact3 
law. 
A thousand million dollars invested 
in tlie liquor business in American means, 
under our system of institutions, a colossal 
power to corrupt public morals and defeat 
the public will. It has been said there are 
two things that can reach tbe top of the 
pyram id—the eagle and the reptile. To­ 
day. with us. it is a race between the two ; 
doubtful w hether the eagle will rend the 
reptile or the reptile strangle the eagle. 
UNRESTRICTED IMMIGRATION. 
The second great menace to our country, 
as looked at from abroad, is the evil of un­ 
restricted and indiscrim inate imm igration. 
It appears amazing, looked at from a stand­ 
point of other lands, that the palladium of 
American liberty should be allowed to 
stand absolutely "without doors against the 
assaults of the vagrant hordes of foreign 


depredators. 
Every vessel entering an 
American port is compelled to stop at quar­ 
antine and exhibit a clean bill of physical 
health for its passengers; but the pestilen­ 
tial ideas which may be on board are al­ 
lowed to pass unchallenged, as though po­ 
litical plagues were not a thousand-fold 
more contagious'and destructive than phy­ 
sical ones. 
It appears very strange to see our great 
nation building into its walls those ele­ 
ments which must irrevocably explode and 
destroy them . 
It seems strange to see 
such commodities as agrarianism, N ihil­ 
ism, anarchism, accepted so blandly by our 
good-natured republic and allowed to be­ 
come part of the national life. The foolish 
countrym an in .Esop's fable only took a 
frozen adder into his bosom. Our Govern­ 
m ent is accepting a nest of adders, not 
frozen.Jbut active, quirming, busy, stinging, 
and hides them in her breast. W hat m ust 
the consequences be ? 
THE MENACE OF MAMMON WORSHIP. 
A third menace is the very growth and 
greatness of our country. 
Through the 
very vastness of her prosperity, power and 
resource she is in peril of being m aterial­ 
ized, mammontzed, of becoming so drunk 
with material prosperity that she shall for­ 
get and neglect and lose all else. 
We are 
in danger of expending all our resources 
upon the national dwelling, and have left 
neither means nor taste nor capacity to 
furnish it. 
It is a danger that Americans 
should become so absorbed in gathering 
the means to live that they should really 
have no time nor capacity for actually liv­ 
ing.

THE FIELD OF FAIR OAK*.

A T h rifty F a rm e r W ho S peculates in 
S o ld ie r.’ S kulls aud Itelies. 
The condition o f the battle ground of 
Seven Pines aud Fair Oaks is a disgrace to 
the citizens of Virginia and the nation at 
large, says a Richmond (Ya.) correspondent 
of the Philadelphia News. 
Bones of those 
who died in that 
bloody conflict 
are 
scattered thickly on the surface of the 
ground, and if the facts were told many of 
the stones which stand in the National 
Cemetery of Seven Pines, w ithin a quarter 
of a mile of where many men who wore 
the blue and grey fell, m ark alm ost empty 
graves. 
It would he hard for any one who had 
not gone over the ground of one of the 
hottest battles ever fought to believe that 
twentv-tour years afterward the bones of 
the slain lie half hidden by the leaves and 
brush by the score, and yet such is the case. 
The theater of the great but undecisive 
struggle at Seven Pines has been turned 
into a place where a few men can reap 
financial profit by guiding visitors to the 
spot where skulls 
protrude 
from the 
ground, and where all that remains of 
many brave lads who are numbered among 
the missing lie. 
It is difficult to escape 
the guides, but it pays the visitor to make 
his own way over tlie field of battle. 
He 
does not follow the beaten path in which 
those who gain money by exhibiting the 
bones of the boys who died amid the roar 
of cannon and the rattle of m usketry take 
their victims, and he gains for himself 
positive information of the aclual condition 
of things. 
A Sunday News correspondent, in com­ 
pany with W. H . Barrett and Michael Fo­ 
garty, of Philadelphia, and M. C. Thorton, 
of W isconsin, slipped away from these 
guides, and were horrified at what they 
found. 
Under the leaves and twigs, and 
amid the thick brush of oak and pines 
which had sprung up during the last twenty 
years, the bones of many brave men were 
found. Thev had answered to the order to 
charge the batteries which stood on the 
other side of the plowed field, and had laid 
down their lives ere the outer intrench- 
m ent was taken. As night fell on the 30lh 
of May, 1362, m any of the boys failed to 
answer th.? roll-call, aud were 
placed 
among the missing. 
It was a partly culti­ 
vated field then. 
Now pines twenty feet in 
bight cover the bloody ground, and even 
stand -on the breastworks from behind 
which the rebel cannon belched forth 
death, and where the marks of the wheels 
of tbe artillery are still visible. 
The bones 
of m any of the fallen still lie there, al­ 
though the tlag which flies from the staff 
in the Seven Pines cemetery is within 
sight. 
W hether those hones were clothed 
in the blue or gray is unknown, but m any 
men are ready to testify that whoever was 
intrusted with the duty of collecting those 
bones has failed in his trust. 
The reison of the failure is manilest. 
The fact that the bones stiil lie there attracts 
m any peopie to the field of carnage, and 
every one that fails into the clutches of the 
guides m ust pay his toll. 
A party of 
twenty-one, which included several men 
front Philadelphia and vicinity, had to 
pay $5 23 for walking behind a guide for 
an hour. This saute guide owns 700 acres 
of the land upon which the battle was 
fought. 
He began by purchasing one acre, 
for which he paid $■'!. The same price was 
paid for the remainder of the ground which 
he bought, and every cent of the money 
was extorted from Northern visitors to the 
battle-field. 
He was ordered by the Gov­ 
ernm ent to pick up all the bones, disinter 
the buried soldiers and see that they were 
removed to the cemetery just across the 
road. 
Instead of doing so he has placed 
skulls and other bones of tbe dead in vari­ 
ous places, 
and guides the visitors by 
beateii paths to these spots. 
H e never 
takes them through the thicket. 
Another 
dodge of this man Lynne is to find a bat­ 
tered mnsket ball on the ground and to sell 
it to the visitor for 50 cents if he can, and 
for 10 cents if he can get no more. The 
balls are dropped by him when the visitor 
is not lookiDg and picked up when he is 
looking. 
It bothers the man, however, 
when the party he is guiding is large, and 
when he dropped the ball last Sunday 
afternoon the action was seen, and relic- 
selling for that day was at a very low ebb. 


E f f e c t o f T e a -d rin k in g on H e a lth .— 
T he consumption of tea has beonte so 
enormous as to have suggested a study of 
its effects upon the health of the people. 
There are those who look upon it as an 
evil only second to that connected with the 
excessive use of alcohol. Tea is spoken of 
as an agreeable cerebral stim ulant, quick­ 
ening 
intellectual operation, removing 
headache and fatigue and promoting cheer­ 
fulness and a sense of well-being. 
When 
it is used to excess the digestive and nerv­ 
ous systems are especially affected. There 
is no doubt that there are cases of dyspepsia 
caused by the inordinate use of strong tea, 
and it is also a m atter of common observa­ 
tion that sleeplessness, palpitation of the 
heart and nervous irritability often follow 
the prolonged use of this beverage. Tea- 
drinkers—by which we mean those who 
use tea to excess—are to be found in all 
classes of society. The fact should be im ­ 
pressed upon such persons that tea is not a 
food, and cannot, therefore .«without risk to 
health, be substituted for articles of diet 
which form both flesh and bone.—Science.

tendency in. young people to spoil these 
beautiful plans by falling in love without 
paying regard to them, and next, for deter­ 
mining what the combinations of character 
should be through whose union the noblest 
offspring might be expected. There is the 
double difficulty in his proposals—first, 
that any young man or woman who would 
avoid falling in love till all the requisite 
conditions 
of appropriateness 
for Sir 
George Campbells ends were fulfilled 
would be a prig whom no one of any sense 
would ever be disposed to m arry; and 
next, that even if it were not so no man, 
however wise, could judge of the moral 
suitability of one nature to another at all 
better than it is determined now by the 
comparative accident either of a youthful 
passion or of the parental wishes. Just 
imagine the effect on any young man or 
woman 
possessing any spirit and any 
healthy instincts of being addressed by an 
anthropological papa or mamma in lan­ 
guage such as Sir George Campbell might 
perhaps approve—thus, for exam ple: " I 
am bound to warn you, my dear boy, 
that your physique, though excellent on 
the whole, is weak, if at all, in liability 
to a sluggish liver; and what, therefore, 
you must look out in the first place in a 
wife is a girl whose family doctor will as­ 
sure you that there has never been anv 
weakness of that kind in her family. Be­ 
sides this, you must be aware that, sweet 
tempered as you are, you are a little dis­ 
posed to levity and too fond of amusement. 
If, therefore, yon would really improve 
your species, and I need not say that I hope 
that this is your most earnest desire, and 
would give to the world children who 
could justly boast that they are better than 
their father, you must look out for a wife 
of earnest and serious disposition, who al­ 
ways postpones amusement to duty, and 
who would stay away from a dance with­ 
out a murmur to nnrse a sick brother. 
Think, my dear boy, of these things before 
you permit yourself to fall in love. Be sure 
that you know what the constitution of the 
family is before yon allow even admiration 
to stir your heart. And next to the consti­ 
tution, and especially the freedom from 
bilious tendency, be sure of the sense of 
duty to your proposed wife. If, after se­ 
curing these great requisites, you like to 
take sweetness of temper and beauty into 
account, there can be no objection; hut 
with your own great sweetness of disposi­ 
tion I think the former is of less import­ 
ance. You might afford to have a wife of 
hasty tem tier; you could not afford to have 
a wife with any element of frivolity in her, 
witli due regard to your posterity.” 
A young man who would not ho driven 
by such an address as that into a little scorn 
for his lather, and a positive determination 
to ignore all such nonsense in satisfying 
his own heart, would be a poor sort of 
creature. And the reason is obvious. If 
yonng people are to enter into the closest 
ties of life guided by such considerations 
as these, they must first be in a condition 
of mind in which it would be all but cer­ 
tain that they would be utterly indisposed 
to enter on these closest ties at all. It is 
quite true that there is aiways risk in form­ 
ing such ties. Few young people really 
know each other, or can know each cither, 
he.fore marriage sufficiently to found so 
close a relation as that of husband and wife 
on mere knowledge. Nay, without a strong 
attraction prior to the knowledge, the 
knowledge would never really come at all. 
In marriage it is love which brings knowl­ 
edge at least ten times as often as knowl­ 
edge brings love. Conceive a man influ­ 
enced by the t:lass of considerations to 
which Sir George Campbell would give 
prominence, and you conceive a man who 
would not be in love, and who, therefore, 
would probably make infinitely worse 
blunders in trying to judge of the woman 
he thought of making his wife, without 
love, than he would even have made—and 
doubtless he might have made many—by 
falling in love first and learning the truth 
about lier afterward. 
Luckily for us, even 
the mistakes ot love nre apt to be more 
beneficial than the accurate vision of more 
impartial criticism. 
Probably, indeed, in no conntry in which 
mutual choice has been recognized as the 
highest guarantee for the happiness of 
marriage could parental authority ever 
again take its place: but still less couid it 
take its place if the parental autbority 
chose to ground itself avowedly on anthro­ 
pological principles and to apply such 
quack tests of suitability as we have de­ 
scribed. 
After all, as the rebellious youth 
would say, even chemical affinities would 
never have been discovered by the chem­ 
ist’s inspection of the separate elements. 
No chemist could ever have discovered in 
what proportions, or under what condi­ 
tions, hydrogen and oxygen would com­ 
bine by merely inspecting them. 
It was 
by their actual combination, and bv that 
alone, that the stability or instability of 
their union became a thing that could be 
tested. 
And what is true of chemical 
affinity must be infinitely truer of the 
much deeper and more subtle affinities in 
human nature. It may easily happen that 
the attractions which first shpw themselves 
do not turn out to be all that was hoped, 
or do torn out to be of 110 real stability or 
worth, but at least they open the way nat­ 
urally and favorably for the development 
of much closer affinities, while the anthro­ 
pologist's notion th ri the sentiment of love 
should be dispensed with till the sanction 
of sober criticism lias been obtained for it, 
would be very apt to engender an initial 
mutual repulsion instead of that great wave 
of attraction which sweeps away at least 
the first reticences and reserves, and makes 
mutual knowledge easy and possible. 
The great weakness of the many am­ 
bitious sciences of modern days is that 
tbeir devotees are so eager to substitute 
the feeble lights they elicit for those great 
instincts of nature which, though not 
founded on theoretic knowledge at all, are 
full of that unconscious guidance of which 
both our bodily and our mental life is in 
very large proportion made up. Would a 
child ever learn to walk if he had to follow 
acceurately the directions of the teachers of 
statistics and dynamics before he could 
learn to balance and to propel himself? 
Would he ever fall into the discipline of 
civilized society if he had to guide himself 
by the philosophy of that society—a phi­ 
losophy which is so far behind the social 
a n which it tries to explain ? It is just 
the same with these empirical teachers ot 
the true principies by which marriage may 
be made to subserve the improvement of 
the species. They recommend principles 
which are simply impossible, because if 
they could he really followed hardly one 
marriage in ten would take place at all ; 
and because, if they were followed, ten 
mistakes would he made for every one 
which is made now, and probably mistakes 
ten times as serious as well as ten times as 
numerous.— London Spectator.

.idea of diet are the safest, and that is, in

tin living. 
Yes, the simplest are the 
est, and let me add, the best are the 
eapest. The butcher, for example, or 
5 egg merchant, cannot adulterate his 
res, but he may have several qualities; 
d there is a stage at which ail animal 
ids arrive, when kept in shops, which 
iders them to a large extent poisonous, 
d this is as bad, if not worse, than adul- 
lliUU. 
Ye often hear it said that shop eggs, as 
y are called, are good enough for frying, 
h bacon for example. This is a positive 
ta k e ; an egg that has even a suspicion 
taleness about it is deleterious to health, 
to say dangerous, no matter whether it 
ried or boiled. And the same may be 


said of flesh meats of all kinds, and I will 
not except a hare or venison. I api quite 
prepared to have this little sentence pooh- 
poohed by the robust and healthy. I only 
add that I adhere te it, that I have the 
courage ot my convictions, and further­ 
more, that I have invalids and dyspeptics 
and those with delicate digestions in my 
thoughts as I write. 
I grant you, my healthful athlete, who 
can tramp over the moors with gun and 
bag from morning dawn till dewy eve, and 
never feel tired, that the eating of long- 
kept game may not seem to injure you, 
but the bare fact that piquant sauces and 
stimulants are needed tu aid its digestion 
is exceedingly suspicious. There are two 
animals in particular that like their food 
high and tenqer; one is the crocodile, the 
other our friend the dog; both have won­ 
derfully strong digestive powers; little in­ 
ferior, "in point of fact, to that of the 
ostrich, about which bird so uianv fanciful 
stories have been written and told. 
It may be said, without much fear of 
contradiction, that any kind of food or any 
mixed diet or meal which requires the aid 
of stimulant, either of the nature of condi­ 
ment or wines, is not salutary. Such diet 
as this is a tax upon the whole system, and 
causes heat and discomfort, and a feverish 
state of the biood. which can only end in 
debility of the nervous system and more or 
less of prostration. 
But those who would obtain the greatest 
amount of health and comfort from the 
food they eat must be most careful in its 
selection. 
Leaving idiosyncracy out of 
count for the present, although every 
one ought to know what, agrees with 
him and what does not, there are many 
things connected with the value and di­ 
gestibility of food obtained from various 
sources that I do well to remind the reader 
of.—Cassell's Magazine.

A FAMOUS FLOATING BRIDGE. 
The greatest and most famous of all limit­ 
ing bridges was built by the Roman Em­ 
peror Caligula in A. Ii. off. An immense 
number ot boats was anchored in the bays 
of Baia- and Tuteo!! in two lines, in the 
form of ¡1 crescent, over three miles long. 
A flooring of planks was laid "upon them 
and covered with earth. Houses were built 
upon it. and fresh water was conveyed to 
them by pipes from the shore. When all 
was ready, the Emperor, accompanied by 
his court and a throng of spectators, roila in 
solemn procession from one end of the 
bridge to the other. He was clothed in 
costly robes adorned w ith gold and pearls, 
and wore Alexander's breast-plate and a 
civic crown. At evening the whole bridge 
was illuminated with torches and lanterns, 
and Caligula boasted that he “ turned the 
night into day, as well as the sea into 
land.” The whole court slept that night 
in the houses 011 the bridge. Next day 
there was another procession, in which 
Caligula rode in a trium phant chariot, fol­ 
lowed by a train of other chariots. The 
insane Emperor then made an oration in 
praise of his work, and wound up the fes­ 
tivities by ordering a large number of spec­ 
tators to be thrown into the sea—W~idc- 
A wake.

The story is told of Gerard, the great lion 
hunter, that he captured a whelp in the 
mountains 
of 
Jehel-Mezouis, 
Algiers, 
named it Hubert, and brought it up as he 
would bring up a dog from puppyhuod. 
After some time, his huge pet becoming 
too dangerous to go at large, Gerard made 
a present of the animal to his friend, the 
Due d'Aumale, and Hubert traveled to 
Taris in a big cage, bemoaning his separa­ 
tion from bis old master. The next year 
Gerard himself visited Taris on lea?e of 
absence from the army; and went at once 
to the Jardín des Plantes to see his exiled 
favorite.

PRIZE 
FIGHTS. 


A B elie of Barbarism C ontinued Only by 
Barbarians. 
“ Theie is nothing great in man but mind." 
Oh, pride and ambition, where have ye 
gone? Have ye taken the wings of the morn­ 
ing and flown to the uttermost parts of the 
earth ? Certainly we cannot call the beastly 
passion that animates the breast of the 
prizefighter true pride or true ambition. In 
the following I shall employ the term 
"prize fights” to denote a physical contest. 
What can we sav of the sentiments of the 
spectator of the pugilist? 
Is his soul 
stirred with true 
pride? 
We 
may 
feel nobly proud of our fertile fields, 
waving harvests, 
wild 
glens, 
sublime 
mountain scenery, broad landscapes, and 
fine vineyards, but we should feel more 
nobly proud of the enterprise and public 
spirit of our people in their morality, vir­ 
tue and intelligence, and in their devotion 
to the cause of mental and moral educa­ 
tion. I would not ignore physical educa­ 
tion. Great minds, as a rule, are not con­ 
fined in fragi'e shells, but physical educa­ 
tion is necessary only in so far as it aids 
mental and motal development. 
Is it not true that intellectual culture 
constitutes the genius of the age in which 
we live; that it constitutes in itself a true 
exponent of.our wealth and power ? Tlie 
intellectual acquisitions of nations is an 
exponent of their civilization and should 
enter more largely into the calculations of 
their economy. Does not our nation re- 
onire a new edition of the “ Wealth of 
Nations” in which mental power shall he 
estimated at full value? Have not the 
statesman, historian and political econo­ 
mist been too content with reckoning up 
the stupendous aggregate of materia! pros­ 
perity while the wealth of the mind, which, 
in a secular view, is the sum of all values, 
is in a great measure ignored ? Is it not 
the human intellect that controls and di­ 
rects the destiny of every enterprise? 
Sir William B am ill-n said: “ There is 
nothing great in tlie world but man; there 
is nothing great in man but mind.” The 
ancients realized the truth ot the first part 
of this quotation, but, with few-exceptions, 
we have no evidence that they believed 
that “ there- is nothing great in man but 
mind.” 
All have read of the Olympic games of 
Greece played annually in honor of a god. 
The games consisted of foot-racing, box­ 
ing. wrestling, jumping, and the like—all 
physical feats. They doted upon the phy­ 
sical parts of man. Do you not think that 
they would have honored their god and 
themselves more to have emulated the 
mental wrestlings of Socrates, Dtmos- 
tkenes, Homer or Plato? 
The arena of the Roman amphitheater 
was often stained with the mingled blood 
of man and beast. To sec these physical 
contests all classes of society came—the 
rich and the poor, the first ol the empire 
as well as the meanest subject. Thus the 
Roman bowed to physical energy, physical 
force. The Macedonian phalanx, a thou­ 
sand men linked together, went down 
against its antagonist like the blow of an 
avalanche. It did not make any difference 
whether the soldier knew anything or not, 
only that he weighed more than his adver­ 
sary. It was tiie battle of avoirdupois. 
The truth of this is applicable to all ancient 
warfare, not excepting the bloody wars of 
the dark ages. 
It is not so of modern warfare. Von 
Bismarck, the great German statesman, 
recognized the superiority of mind when 
he said it was not the needle-gun t ut the 
intelligence withwhich it was wielded by the 
educated Prussian soldiers that won the 
victory. 
Then there were the tilts and tourna­ 
ments of the age of chivalry, when knights 
of old, in manner bold, came forth with 
their physical clad in bright steel and 
fought for the entertainment, not of the 
lowest alone, but for kings and queens as 
well. Their hearts and minds, unlike their 
physical, were as dark and treacherous as 
tlie love ot power and authority can pro 
duce. Each of these references from an­ 
cient history is an embodiment, as well as 
an illustration, of the general conviction 
that there is nothing great in the world hut 
man, but we can see they knew compara­ 
tively nothing of the worth of mind. 
The discovery of America served to turn 
the genius of men inlo a new channel. 
When the fifteenth century gave birth to 
printing books those angel carriers of 
thought became the nurseries of patriot­ 
ism, intelligence and virtue. 
The numer­ 
ous colleges dotted over our vast domain, 
the many universities of Europe, and the 
support 1 f common schools in this and 
other lands, tells ns that a majority of the 
people of the civilized races, at the present 
lime, do not be-stow their vainest pride 
upon the physical of man like the Roman 
emperors, or the more modern kings of 
Europe, but are most proud ol the feats of 
intellect. 
Now the truth is that some of our people 
elo not realize the superiority of mind suf­ 
ficiently to stay away from a physical exhi­ 
bition, "popularly called a prize fight, which 
cannot benefit them physically, mentally 
or morally. A few days ago I read of 
3,000 people assembling to witness a physi­ 
cal combat in the city of San Francisco. 
1 suppose this is not all who wished to go. 
Did this contest teach any man how he 
might become a better husband or father? 
Was it a message ot love and mercy to any 
mother or daughter? Was it a worthy ex­ 
ample for any son ? Can the poor man 
better clothe "or feed his family now? If 
not, w iiattookso many there ’ Was it a 
feeling of curiosity? Grant it. Now, should 
we be let! by curiosity alone? Do not 
many thieves, opium-stnokors, drunkards 
dive-visitors explain their submission to 
the first temptation by saying they were 
led by a feeling of curiosity ? Hence does 
it not behoove us to keep close watch lest 
we by our conduct encourage mental and 
moral hindrances ! 1’rav let me be under­ 
stood. 1 am not writing for the sake of 
tlie combatants in prize-fights. Their in­ 
clinations are not "to he changed. 
1 would 
most denounce the conduct of the neople 
who attend—good people who act before 
they reflect well upon tlie consequences of 
their acts. 
Imagine the Olympic- grounds of Greece 
occupied only by actors; the galleries of 
the Roman amphitheater empty, and the 
kuights’ feats performed alone,, and how 
long would such institutions have con­ 
tinued? If good judgment and determina­ 
tion could have accomplished this, agricult­ 
ure, commerce and manufacture would 
have had the attention of the people in­ 
stead of war. Good fathers, stay at home 
and thus kill out a spirit that should be 
recognized as the spirit of the pugilist, and 
one that is more common than many are 
aware. How many boys think they arp to 
perform their part 011 the stage of life with 
their fist? How often are the parents to 
b iam eforit? A father said to his son in 
my bearing : " John, the very next time 
you let that boy lick you coming home 
from school, 1 11 thrash you till you can't 
stand np.” 
Such is the spirit of a great many of our 
people, although it does not always find 
expression in a prize fight. Do you not be­ 
lieve with me that prize fights are a relic of 
barbarism, a iow inspiration in any com­ 
munity ? Is not every teacher in the public 
school"called upon to counteract such influ­ 
ences? Should not we all feel ourselves 
called upon to oppose anything sobase? 
Would not a little higher tone of society 
oblige such low inpirations to give way, or 
a little advance of truth with its new light 
dispel this relative darkness?

Our artesian wells are of great value, 
and will be more and more appreciated 
each year, when orchards and gardens are 
planted around them. The Government 
land heretofore thought to be valueless is 
being rapidly located, and there are some 
left, and open for settlement. This Talley 
offers as lucrative a field for immigrants as 
any other in the State. It we could swap 


off about two-thirds of our poor butter 
makers for good ones, it would increase 
the amount of coin for that single article of 
food forty per cent, the first year. More 
§ood horses would be raised, ulore vegeta­ 
les of all kinds, more wheat, more fruit 
and more pork could be sold at fair prices. 
Some of our dairymaen are selling all the 
butter they can make for 28 cents, while 17 
to 20 cents per pound is all the most of our 
butter makers can get, and simnly because 
they are not enterprising enough to learn 
to make a better grade of butter. Apples 
in Honey Lake Valley are worth 75 cents 
Eer box, while we are "paying $1 50 ner box 
ere. If we could raise all we consume of 
apples alone, many dollars would be left 
here, while now they are taken away.

S trong B rin k in G erm any am i F ran ce. 
In strong drink we learn that Germany, 
which hefore 1879 had shown a slightly de­ 
creased consumption, rises six per cent, in 
the later report of the years 1882 3. Ter 
head of population, it drinks four times as 
much beer and three times as much brandy 
as France. Probably the wine-bibbing ener­ 
gies of the gayer nation may somewhat re­ 
dress this disparity. But yet France had in 
45 years (ending in 1S75) increased per head 
its beer consumption by 150 per cent., and 
its brandy by 200 per cent., while " alco­ 
holic insanity " in France has increased 
fivefold since 20 years ago. The dismal 
record seems to have been stimulated 
by the recent direction taken by law, 
allowing unrestricted competition "to the 
vendors of intoxicants, who before were 
under some restraint. Thus, since 1373, 
Alsace-Lorraine, profiting by the license, 
has increased by fifty per cent, its drinking 
saloons. Again, the consumption of brandy 
as against that of wine in the same region 
gives a fearful index. Its figures of wine 
to brandy are in 1875 as 4 1. in 1877 as 3.1, 
in 1878 as 2.1; in 1371* as lJ .l,o r doubled 
in four years. In Bavaria, the iandof beer, 
a single generation l.a: seen the consump­ 
tion of 
its staple liquid 
more 
than 
doubled. A German temperance (not total 
abstinence) society has arisen since 1883 as 
a protest against the growing bane. But 
its results are necessarily in their infancy 
as yet.— The Fortnightly Kevieu . 


PLYMOUTH 
AND 
VICINITY. 


Spots on th e Sun.—This season of the 
present year is the epoch of the minimum 
ol tlie solar-spot period, which is said to 
occur every eleven years. During the past 
six weeks a minute spot has been visible 
on the surface of tlie sun, and one or two 
indications of faculte. When the atmos­ 
phere is quiet the granulated appearance of 
tlie sun’s disk 13 very clearly distinguished, 
and it appears as though these markings 
are larger than is usually tlie case. Jann- 
seu’s photographs clearly define these gran­ 
ulations, and also exhibit the rapid move­ 
ment of great solar storms that are not 
accompanied by the development of spots. 
Several English authorities have tried to 
prove periods of commercial depression 
incident with the phases of the solar-spot 
period; and that these depressions, are 
consequent upon defective harvests during 
specific years in each of the eleven-year 
periods.—.S. F. Call. 


A n A ccident-P roof Car.—A gentleman, 
resident of this city, has invented what he 
claims will prove by actual use a tire and 
collision-proof railway car—a car that will 
not telescope or burn. It is made wholly 
of iron and steel, and the weight will range 
from sixteen to twenty tons for ordinary 
passenger coaches, and from twenty-two 
to twenty-five tons for sleepers. The floor 
is a single sheet of metal, and the roof also 
a single sheet. Beams of rolled steel hear 
the weight of resistance in case of collision, 
and owing to the novel and peculiar con­ 
struction and adjustment the inventor is 
confident that telescoping of the cars would 
not in any event, result. One car by the 
force of the shock tnlghLbe thrown on the 
top of another, but could not be crushed by 
impact.—S. P. Alta.

The Klch¿M ineral D eposits In Northern 
A m ad o r C onnty—P ro sp ero u s O utlook. 
E ds. R ecobd-U kion : On th e foothills in 
n o rth ern Amador, about 1,200 feet above 
sea level, is situated the flourishing mining 
village of P ly m o u th , containing about 
2,100 inhabitants.

There is room enough 
on the main lode from Dry creek to the 
Cosumnes. I should think, for twenty 
quartz mills, and I also believe the ore will 
tint be worked out in the next century.

tinue in this good work until the fruits of 
th e labor accomplish what we know can be 
attained.

The 
R e c o r d -U n io n in this holiday 
season will vary somewhat from its long 
custom of issuing a special num ber devoted 
to local statistics and expository of local 
affairs. 
It will devote the forthcoming 
special issue for 1886-7 exclusively to 
N orthern and Central California immigra­ 
tion work, and to papers, illustrations, sta­ 
tistics, and proofs of all kinds of the 
capacity of the soil and clim ate of the re­ 
gion.

THE PROPOSED TAX. 


A proposition will be voted on next 
week to advise the Trustees to use a sum 
equal to five cents on each hundred dol­ 
lars of valuation, for the founding and 
m aintenance of a permanent exhibition in 
th is city—in connection with the immigra­ 
tion work—of the products of northern and 
C entral California. 
I t will not be the pay­ 
ing out of a spot sum, for the auditing 
power of the Trustees w ill be exercised 
over the paym ent of all claims upon the 
fund. 
. 
The sum to be raised is not large, but it 
w ill prove the wisest investm ent this city 


can make. 
I t w ill Call from a property 
assessed value of $1,000 but the sum oí 
fifty cents; from a homestead assessed at 
$“ 000 but the sum of $1. 
But these small 
sums added to the funds used already to 
aid the development of the country, ought 
to, and we believe will, bring about re­ 
sults th a t will greatly augment all prop­ 
erty values in this city, and therein re­ 
sides our local and purely selfish interest. 
W e are now forever rid of the Fowle bond 
tax of seven cents annually, so th at this 
new levy will not be any increase of taxa­ 
tion whatever. 
< in the day after the Trustees agreed to 
subm it the proposition to a vote, the 


R e c o r d -U n io n warmly announced its ap­ 
proval. 
Subsequently it referred to some 
objections raised, and answered them — 
especially the absurd one th at increased 
immigration, production and consumption 
will benefit 
the 
m erchant class only. 
No benefit can accrue to our dealers and 
m anufacturers th at will not be felt propor­ 
tionally by all citizens. 
Moreover our 
m erchants have long contributed to imm i­ 
gration work, and many have paid regular 
m onthly sums to it. 
W hat we are doing here is not a drop to 
a bucket compared to what has been and 
is being done in southern California. There 
they have demonstrated th at every dollar 
thus iuvested is five dollars and more 
earned. 
Increased values, resulting from 
augmented desirable 
population, 
have 
mad? fortunes for hundreds there, and re­ 
duced taxation to a low rate for all. 
Los 
Angeles in 1873 had but 8,WO population. 
It now claims to have nearly 50,000. 
In 
1880 the population of the county was 
33,381. 
I t is now about 75,000. 
San 
Diego in 1880 had 8,018. It now has 19, 
500. San Bernardino in 1880 had 7,780. It 
now lias 17,000. 
A ll this increase is due 
to local effort. 
W ithout it those sections 
would have stood still. 
They made their 
advantages known, and they have reaped 
the reward. 
Comparatively we are un­ 
known at the East, and it is due to the 
fact th at we have not helped ourselves to 
the extent we should. 
W e have far better 
environm ent, better climate, greater and 
better production, better and nearer m ar­ 
kets, greater certainty 
of rainfall, no 
deserts to reclaim, no sandy wastes to re 
deem from desolation. Yet, comparatively 
we stand still, and every comer tells us it 
is because our section is little known 
abroad. 
An article in the "Overland M onthly” 
for I 'ecember, on the marvelous growth of 
southern 
California, presents 
statistics 
which, though repeating our figures, are 
best given in tabulated form :

Special taxes are obnoxious to many, 
but a wise investment, even if it is a tax, 
is the act of the provident man. 
W hat 
little effort has been made in this section 
has resulted well. 
The benefit has been 
great, very g re at; but all the contribution 
has been from residents; 
non-resident 
property-holders have 
escaped 
burden, 
but will most largely reap the benefits. 
The direct method of reaching them is by 
a tax. 
The need is great for imm ediate action 
to fix populations. 
For we are in the 
formative stage. 
W hore capital and popu­ 
lation settle now, there will they remain, 
and determ ine what places shall stand still 
and what advance. 
The well-to-do liome- 
seekers, not idle, empty-poeketed men, are 
coming to the State. 
The need is to 
expose to them the products of our section. 
The place to do it is Sacram ento,-w here 
the excursionists daily land. 
We are told 
that among the crowds of Eastern peo­ 
ple who visit the city’s A rt G allery, on O 
street, and express th eir appreciation of 
this people because of it, the one chief 
inquiry is, where are your markets, where 
can we examine the products of your 
north section? 
The proposed tax is to 
answer the need such inquiries indicate, 
and th at every one knows to exist, and 
the lack of which greatly cripples the ef­ 
fort to locate newcomers in our section. 


THE INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY OF 
TEE AMERICAN 
CITIZEN. 


The Current is very clear and convincing 
in this statem ent; 
“ If public opinion 
could be gathered and placed in one man, 
given an individuality, and made to feel the 
weight of responsibility at present col­ 
lectively shared, its impulses toward the 
right would be quickened, and its influence 
easily given bounds. 
As it is, the lines 
are dimly drawn, and we often wonder 
where they begin and where they end.” 
The problem of society long has been 
and is still, how to awaken in the individ­ 
ual members of communities a realizing 
sense of the personal responsibility attach­ 
ing to the citizen as a constituent of social 
organization. 
In a democracy the one 
chief ill is the disposition of each to leave 
to the other the performance of public 
duty. 
In most monarchies, to the ruling 
class the people commit th e burden of 
such 
matters. 
W hatever 
there 
is of 
quickening of the sense of duty-doing in 
the citizen, must come from philanthropic 
conviction. 
Those are the best ordered 
communities where the citizen realizes 
and acts upon the tru th th at he owes more 
to society than it owes to him. 
“ W hat is everybody’s business is no­ 
body’s,” is a trite saying, but one pregnant 
with tru th an4 full of sermons on duty- 
doing. 
W ith here and there exceptions, 
such teaching is of little avail in this day 
in America. 
F or community ills, result­ 
ing from neglect to discharge the obliga­ 
tions each one owes to society, are per­ 
m itted to 
augment until, by necessity 
no longer 
to 
be 
denied 
the 
stand­ 
ard of reform is 
tardily 
raised. 
In 
none of our public 
afiiiirs is this bet­ 
ter exemplified than in 
our 
political 
methods. 
Parties are perm itted lo drift 
into controls that in using abuse power, 
and then the reaction comes on, in which, 
by spasmodic exertion and swift political 
rebellion, party reforms are tem porarily 
brought about only to be again abandoned 
to the mercies of the merely sordid p arti­ 
sans. 
In other words, the neglect of the 
individual citizen to direct the first steps 
taken in shaping local, State or National 
policies results in unrepresentative and m al­ 
administration, and the monopolization of 


p o litica l pow er in th e hands o f th ose w ho j 
use it for wholly selfish ends and personal 
gains until a new revolt occurs and takesi 
perhaps, the form of protesting and threat­ 
ening organization, that lives possibly for 
a single campaign, and dying, leaves mat­ 
ters to drift back again into old ruts. 
We shall never have permanent reforms 
in community government until public 
sentiment is reinforced by personal courage 
and self-sacrifice on the part of the citizen­ 
ship th at despises corrupt m ethods; in 
other words, until sentim ent is as vigorous 
in its demonstrations as it is unquestion­ 
ably sound in its contemplation of duty- 
doing. 
For, we take it, th at what eonsti 
tutes public opinion is, in the great ma­ 
jority of cases, right. 
The census of public 
judgm ent will rarely, if ever, show it to be 
in opposition to purity, progress, enlight­ 
enment or culture, and will expose it as 
almost always opposed to all manner of 
wrong, and all infringem ent of hum an 
rig h ts; but, as our contemporary argues, 
between the great ills and the great good 
there is a broad field in which public 
opinion, ur community sentiment, is not 
made manifest. 
I t tolerates by its silence 
a m ultitude of wrongs; it sutlers without 
open protest a host of outrages. 
And this 
is due to the fact th a t there is lack of that 
sense of personal responsibility th at lies at 
the very foundation of a system of self­ 
government. 
A half dozen citizens, imbued w ith high 
purpose, never find themselves repulsed by 
the best elements of our democracy, or to 
lack community support in any endeavor 
to rightly serve society, to uphold a just 
law, or pu t down v ice; 
to crush out old 
errors, and to advance better methods 
But the half dozen groups of duty con­ 
victed, courageous individuals are very 
few, and because they are few communities 
suffer as they do from meaiyiess and out­ 
rage. 
We shall have dead-letter laws, 
judicial abuses, political prostitution, and 
a m ultitude of social evils in the United 
States wherever public 
sentim ent, the 
most potent of all forces, is only spasmodic 
in its activity. 
T hat political activity is v u lg ar; that 
office-seeking is disreputable; th at tolera­ 
tion of flagrant abuses is better than the 
conflict necessary to their suppression 
th at it is undignified, or unclean, to take 
part in the foundation laying of political 
fabrics; 
that it is cranky to be philan 
thropic, and uneconomic to give something 
of time and energy from business and 
money-getting to public concerns, and the 
betterm ent of our fellows; 
these are the 
teachings our children are imbibing, and 
th at paralyze and belittle duty-doing when 
the youth matures into manhood. 
Under 
the doctrine that it is unbecoming to as­ 
sert the power and acknowledge the indi­ 
vidual responsibility of the citizen to his 
fellows, community evils will continue to 
augment, and to fasten more and more se­ 
curely upon community life. 
A ll the pro­ 
posed patent methods to work reforms by 
compulsion are delusive. 
Social 
good 
invariably 
results 
from 
voluntary 
in­ 
dividual effort; 
nothing can take the 
place of it. T hat C hristianity exists to-day, 
as 
a 
reform 
work, ' is 
due, 
said 
a 
great thinker, to th e fact th at it deals with 
men individually. 
Self-government 
is 
likewise grounded, and just as men w ith­ 
draw their individuality from it, in th at 
ratio will it suffer decadence and the 
growth of parasites. 
W hen every man teaches every son that 
honest political activity is honorable; as­ 
piration to serve the public is praisewor­ 
thy ; concern in public affairs a solemn 
d u ty ; engagement in public works refin­ 
ing, humanizing, elevating, christianizing 
arc comm endable; when it is taught to 
the very children th at politics does not 
involve blackguardism, or office-holding 
ignorance; th at a first dqty is by the com­ 
m unity ; th at every man is a sovereign 
weighted with authority and responsibility 
not possible to be ignored without conse­ 
quent suffering; we 
shall have purer 
methods and more orderly forms in gov­ 
ernm ent ; better enforcement of laws ; better 
citizenship and a manhood hacked by self­ 
respect, genuine sensibility, and philan­ 
thropic impulses, and th at will not intrigue 
with the low-minded and mercenary, or by 
any act forfeit popular respect. 


B y a dispatch in another column it will 
be seen that our raisin-growers are warned 
of danger ahead. 
Some of them have been 
selling by sample and bearing the m arket, 
but failing to deliver goods up to the 
standard. As a result, the California raisin 
business is receiving punishm ent at the 
East. 
It justifies indignation and heat, to 
learn that selfish and cold-blooded men 
will thus place in peril so large and im­ 
portant an industry. 
Honest raisin-pro- 
ducers should organize to protect them ­ 
selves against, and to discover who are the 
black sheep and goats in the trade. 


T h e W estern poet, Benjamin F. Taylor, 
was happy in his thought, if not wholly 
original, when he protested against the 
monopolization of the expression th at the 
sun never sets over England’s soil. For he 
pointed out that if the B ritish 


M orning drum beats round the world, 


It is a grander thing to say the sun can 
never bid good night to the great Repub­ 
lic, since the god of day halts a moment on 
Alaska’s: shore, “ju st as he makes a splen­ 
did lift above the woods and fields of 
Maine.” 


S a n F r a n c isc o is in the throes of an­ 
other stock craze and stock tumble. 
The 
people learn no wisdom from these experi­ 
ences. 
The hope to get something for 
nothing is never given over. 
Though all 
the stock gamblers know th at somebody 
must lose if anyone gains—since the values 
of the mines have not changed—yet they 
trust to “luck” and shrewdness to be found 
among the winners and escape the fate of 
the wrecked, whose ill fortunes strew the 
path of every stock boom.

O ur S em i-T rop ic. 
Northern California is fast* coming into 
notoriety as the land of the orange and 
other semi-tropical fruits. A citrus fair is 
to be lieid at Sacramento, comprising fruits 
from the m iddle and northern counties, 
and it promises to far excel even the State 
Fair. 
After the exhibition, the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company has kindly of­ 
fered to transport (he fruit on exhibition to 
Chicago free of charge, that the people of 
the East may learn that northern California 
has a semi-tropical clime not excelled by 
southern California. 
It is a well-known fact that Oranges ripen 
in northern California a m onth earlier than 
they do in the southern portion of the 
State. It is a fact, too, that the average 
temperature in the midland and foothill tier 
of counties doe3 not fall below that of 
southern California. As an instance, the 
tem perature at Riverside, San Bernardino 
county, on the 19th inst., was 5° below the 
freezing point, and Riverside is renowned 
for its fine oranges; while as far north as 
Shasta the therm om eter has not fallen to 
so low a point this fall. Says the Sentinel : 
“ The tem perature in Red Bluff this fall 
has not been down to freezing point, and 
oranges, lemons, limes and 
olives are 
growing and ripening nicely, and will, we 
hope, be ripe enough to m ake a creditable 
exhibit at the Citrus Fair on the loth of 
December. The tem perature in Tehama 
county seldom goes down to the freezing 
point, and flowers grow and bloom in the 
open air all winter.” And Tehama county 
is a northern county in every sense of the 
word, being 100 miles north of Sacramento. 
Few understand the peculiar climate of 
California; and the people at the East can­ 
not realize the fact that a country in the 
same latitude with New York city can 
raise oranges, lemons, figs, and have flow­ 
ers blooming in their yards the whole year 
round. 
Yet such is the fact—and when 
the people of the East are made aquainted 
with these facts, northern California will 
have a regular boom. 
W hy, we have 
seen peaches, figs, grapes, nectarines and 
other tender fruits growing luxuriantly 
near the verv sum m it of the Sierra Nevada 
m ountains, 5,000 feet above the level of the 
se3. 
And we have no doubt but what 
oranges would prow there on the southern 
slopes of the m ountain sides. Californiais 
a great State, and wonderful as it is great. 
— Oakland Tribune. 


C aliforn ia D ried Fruit M arket. 
The m arket for California dried fruits, 
under Chicago quotations, as given by 
Amorv Bigelow's m arket review of Novem­ 
ber 27th, is as follows : 
Raisins are m aintaining quite satisfactory 
prices and are firmly held. 
Prunes are a 
little slow for the lower grades, bat the 
m edium and better grades are in good de­ 
m and, and the stock of these goods on the 
spot is light. Buyers show a disposition 
to carry more of the better grades of Cali­ 
fornia prunes than heretofore, and this is 
about what we anticipated, just as soon as 
the trade realized that the California fruit 
is so much superior to the imported French 
prunes. The Florida and Jam aica oranges 
are arriving quite freely now, and the de­ 
m and is improving. 
General quotations are : Raisins,London 
layers. $1 85 to $1 95 ; loose Muscatels, $155 
to $1 65 per 20-pound box. Prunes, as to 
size, 64 to 12 cents. Apricots, evaporated, 
23 to 24 cents in 25-pound boxes; sun- 
dried, 14 to 15 cents, in sacks. Peaches, 
evaporated, peeled, 24 to 25 cents in 50- 
pound boxes; unpeeled, 16 to 17 cents in 
50-pound boxes; sun-dried. 12 to 13 cents, 
in sacks. Plums, evaporated, pitted. 13 to 
131 cents in 50-pound boxes; sun-dried, 
111 cents, in sacks. Almonds, soft shell, 
15* cents; walnuts, 12 cents. 
Oranges, 
Florida, $3 to $3 50; Jamaicas, $3 56 to $4 
per b o x ; per barrel, $6 50.

T h e P e r m a n e n t E x h ib it. 
There seems to be nearly a unanim ous 
sentim ent in favor of the small tax pro­ 
posed for the establishm ent and m ainte­ 
nance of a perm anent exhibit of the pro­ 
ducts of Central California, in this city, as 
a feature of the immigration work which is 
just commencing to bring im portant re­ 
sults. The City Board of Trade, the Im m i­ 
gration Association and the Citrus F air 
Association have taken earnest interest in 
the m atter and actively support the meas­ 
ure, as being in ihe interest of every class 
of business or occupation, and of every 
propertv-owner and resident of the city. 
At a meeting also of the Executive Com­ 
m ittee. and members of the Licensed Deal­ 
ers’ Protective Association, held on T hurs­ 
day evening, after the transaction of routine 
business, the question of the proposed tax 
was considered. After a free and full dis­ 
cussion of the subject in all its bearings it 
was decided unanim ously to warmly favor 
the tax. 
The reasons for this conclusion 
were stated to be as follows : 
That Central California is rich in soil, 
tim ber and minerals, has an incomparable 
climate, the greatest variety of products, 
and room fur tens of thousands m ore farm ­ 
ers than are now here; that land is for sale 
at low prices ; that there is a m arket for 
ail that can be produced, and there are 
am ple means of cheap and rapid transpor­ 
tation. That it is believed if the fertility 
of our soii, the mildness and salubrity of 
our climate, and the great variety of our 
tem perate and semi-tropic productions were 
made known by being advantageously dis­ 
played to Eastern visitors through such an 
exhibition as now proposed for this city, 
we should have large additions of desirable, 
well-to-do producers and the capital with 
which to increase production. 
It is believed the work done by the Im ­ 
migration Association has been of great 
benefit in attracting attention, but the ex­ 
pense has been borne by a few, while the 
m any who receive equal benefit bear no 
part of the burden. That the proposed tax 
would be so light as be hardly appreciable, 
and that as all classes are to be benefited it 
should be unanim ously supported.

It seems trite to say that w hat is wanted 
is the more general diffusion of sound sci­ 
entific knowledge; and yet, with the vast 
agencies that are now being employed in 
popular education, it should not be possi­ 
ble, one vrouid think, to do som ething to 
guard the com m unity at large against 
ridiculous and hurtful delusions such as 
those which “ Professor” Wiggins, with 
the aid of the press, has been instrum ental 
in creating. 
Wc do not see why, in our 
public schools, some effective instruction 
m ight not he given in the spirit and m eth­ 
ods of science.—Popular Science Monthly 
for December.

T he P ru n e Q uestion. 
The im portation of prunes for the year 
ending J u n e 30,1885, was 57,631,320pounds, 
and for the year ending June 30, 1880, 
am ounted to 64,995,547 pounds—an increase 
of over 7,000,000 pounds. The cause of 
this increase was that the old vineyard 
lands in the phylloxera-infested districts of 
France have been planted to prunes to the 
amount of thousands of acres. These new 
orchards are just coming into bearing, and 
the importers expect to m ake America the 
great prune m arket for the immense pro­ 
duct coming on in France. 
The prune product of California, for the 
year ending IJune 30, 1886, has been esti­ 
mated at 1,550,000 pounds, and for the 
present year it will reach 2,000,000 pounds. 
The product in the future will, under right 
conditions, be in an increasing ratio. The 
conditions of soil and clim ate required for 
successful prune-culture exist in California 
to a yet unknow n extent. The quality of 
the California prune equals that of the im ­ 
ported article, and its excellence is assured 
when the proper m ethods of curing and 
packing are applied. 
These facts áre in the possession of New 
York importers, and their deduction from 
them is natural. 
If the prune industry of 
California ^p erm itted to grow, and is en­ 
couraged bjTa sufficient tariff, the imported 
prune m ust retire from at least a portion of 
its expected m arket. This, in view of the 
imm ense production of prunae, of which 
the present increase is only a foretaste, can­ 
not be permitted, and hence the destruction 
of the California prune industry has been 
resolved upon. There are two m ethods in 
course of employm ent for this destruction : 
First, the lowering of the price beyond the 
point of profitable production w ith our 
high-priced labor and new p la n t; and sec­ 
ond, the defeating ot the passage of a tariff 
bill protecting the industry. 
W ill the 
patriotic and generous people of the East 
perm it this spoliation to succeed?—San 
J»se Mercury.

Found one true bill for burg­ 
lary ; one for assault with a deadly weapon 
w ith intent to commit m urder; one for as­ 
sau lt with a deadly weapon ; one, the case 
o f Ah Dock, charged with the shooting of 
Yee Ham, the injured Chinaman cannot 
be found, and but one witness produced, 
h e a Chinaman, who admitted being an 
eye-witness, but be would not or could not 
testify to any of the material facts; we were 
therefore forced to pass this case for lack of 
evidence. Two bills are ignored. 
In connection with crim inal m atters the 
following was unanim ously adopted : 
Resolved, That we do hereby recommend to 
the law officers of this county the vigorous 
prosecution ot all persons found earn ing con­ 
cealed weapons in violation ol the law. 
INSPECTIONS. 
_ 
November 16th, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Karcher. visited the City Prison anil 
Police < ourt. 
We were received by Jailer 
officer Charles Farren, who rendered us 
such assistance as was required. Number 
of prisoners at date, 12. The building in 
and out the cells is clean and orderly, and 
th e prison record is kept in good shape and 
easv of comprehension. 
There is in this office a cash book, show­ 
ing a small am ount of m onthly receipts 
and expenditures, and while it is shown 
th at the Chief of Police makes a m onthly 
statem ent to the Board of Trustees of the 
condition of this fund, still we believe and 
suggest that all moneys collected by this 
office should find their way into the City 
Treasury, the same as moneys collected in 
other city offices, and expenditures, how ­ 
ever small, be audited and paid by draft 
upon the Treasury. 


POLICE COUHT. 
None of the officers of the Court were 
{ 
tresent, and, therefore, but little could be 
earned. We took the liberty of exam ining 
such books us were upon the tables, and so 
far as seen were neatly kept and self-ex­ 
planatory. 
COUNTY JAIL. 
November 18th visited this institution, 
and were courteously received by Sheriff 
W ilson and deputies, and rendered every 
assistance in our exam ination. 
We are 
gratified to report the fine condition of ail 
parts of the jail, neatness prevailing every­ 
where. 
We heard no complaints troin 
prisoners as to treatm ent, ana the general 
appearance of all would indicate that noth­ 
ing is left undone which would tend to 
m ake them comfortable and contented. 


COUNTY HOSPITAL. 
November 10th, accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Karcher and District Attorney-elect 
Elwood Bruner, visited the County H os­ 
pital : was disappointed at not being re­ 
ceived by the Superintendent, Dr. G. A. 
W hite, but, upon learning that the doctor 
was confined to his bed from injuries re­ 
ceived, each member of the Grand Jury 
visited him in his room, was courteously 
and graciously received by his good wife, 
and, after paying our respects to the doctor, 
left him, with good wishes for his speedy 
recovery. 
Supervisor McMullen. Chair­ 
m an of the 
Hospital Committee, 
and 
Supervisor Bates being present, in addition 
to officers of the institution, rendered us 
effective service in our investigations. A 
thorough exam ination of the Shone pneu­ 
m atic system of drainage was had, and the 
G rand Jury is unanim ous in the opinion 
that this system is not only peculiarly 
adopted to institutions sim ilar to this, but 
by its adoption the heretofore vexed ques­ 
tion of drainage for the hospital has been 
entirely overcome. 
We shall not pretend 
to estimate the value of this system upon 
th e hygienic condition of the hospital, but 
th e outlay ot less than $-1,000 in its erec­ 
tion will, be believe, be amply repaid in 
th e enriching of the lands of the county 
w hich surround the hospital. A close ex­ 
am ination of all the wards was made, in ­ 
cluding closets, bath-rooms, etc, and there 
is positively nothing to complain of and 
no suggestion to m ake in this respect. 
We 
found one patient whose injuries were re­ 
ceived in another county, and is here treated 
a t the expense 
of this 
county. 
We 
call the attention of the Board of Super­ 
visors to this fact, and we cannot but be­ 
lieve that some way could be provided 
whereby each county m ight take care of its 
own indigent and unfortunate. 
There is 
also a case of an injured Chinaman. Upon 
his own statem ent he was injured while in 
the employ of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, at or near Redding, and for­ 
warded io the Railroad Hospital in this 
city, and, being refused admittance, was 
taken to our County Hospital. 
He states 
that while in the employ of the railroad 
company he was taxed" fifty cents per 
m onth for hospital purposes. 
We do not 
vouch for the correctness of these state­ 
m en ts; but if there is any truth in them, 
uot only has this Chinaman been wronged, 
but this county grossly imposed upon. 
W e would call the especial attention of the 
Board of Supervisors to this case. 
The num ber of patients at this date is 
ICO, of wich 144 are males and 16 females. 
A great deal of time was spent in ques­ 
tioning inmates as to the general treatm ent 
and quantity and quality of the food. 
We 
heard little or no com plaint as to the treat­ 
m ent, none as to quantity of food, and but 
little as to quality. A few cases complained 
of the food, but upon further and closer 
exam ination the Grand Jury became con­ 
vinced that to furnish food for the 160 aick 
people without any disaffection would be 
a m atter of impossibility'. 
We therefore 
feel free to say, without fulson-e praise to 
any, that all concerned in the manage­ 
m ent—and the committee of the Board of 
Supervisor* having control of the County 
H ospital—are not alone doing credit to 
themselves, but conferring honor upon this 
county. 
BUILDINGS. 
W e shall m ake but one reference to the 
condition of buildings, and that is with re­ 
gard to the very imperfect condition of the 
flues in the H all of Records building. 
F rom various officials, and from nersonal 
observation, we find that a great deal of 
sm oke gets into the buildings from joints 
In the shelving and around the window 
casings. 
We believe this m atter should re­ 
ceive the earnest and earliest support of 
the Board of Supervisors, and recommend 
th at such be done. 


OFFICERS, BOOKS AND ACCOUNTS. 
T his branch of our duty has been at­ 
tended to with considerable detail, and in 
th e outset we desire to make this one gen­ 
eral acknowledgment, that in every in­ 
stance we have been met cordially and 
frankly, and a general desire hasbeen m an­ 
ifest to assist where assistance was re­ 
quired. 


COUNTY CLERK , COUNTY AUDITOR AND R E­ 
CORDER AND COCNTY TREASURER. 
W e examined the finance books of these 
officers, and were struck with the sim ­ 
plicity of the system, and much gratified 
w ith the perfect uniform ity existing be­ 
tween them, thus rendering, we believe, 
th e experting of these offices a compara­ 
tively easy task. W e cannot pass from the 
Clerk’s office without a word as to the 
Superior Court books. They are written 
to date, and as specimens of penm anship 
are really works of art. 


PUBLIC ADM IN ISTRA TOR'. 
In our exam ination of this branch of 
county officials we deemed it necessary to 
sum m on former 
Public Administrators 
before us to explain why so m any estates 
rem ain unsettled, some of which "date as 
far back as 1871. The officials say these 
m atters are receiving consideration, but 
seem somewhat disposed to lay some of the 
responsibility on their attorneys. 
We, I 
therefore, would respecttuliy call the atíeu- i 
tion of the Court 'to these matters, and ¡ 
would recommend an order of Court be 
issued requiring the Public Administrator 
to file with tbe Court an account of each 
unsettled estate, so that ail may be settled 
th at can be, and that the proper entiy be 
m ade in tbe books in the County Clerk s ¡ 
office. 
And we also recommend that some i 
disposition be m ade of the funds, if any. j 
now in the hands of former Public A dm in­ 
istrators; and we believe that orders to this ¡ 
effect will have a tendency to close up ( 
m anv of the estates now unsettled. 


CO BON ER. 
There are books kept in this office in 
which can be found records of the business 
done, but these books are the property of 
the Coroner. 
We recommend that "the 
county furnish books to this office, which 
m ust be surrendered to the county at the 
expiration of the term of office. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 
The system of finance in this office is 
simple and comprehensive. 
The annual 
delinquent tax list, showing the am ount 
charged to the office, and the cash-book, 
showing the am ount collected, with proper 
vouchers of collection are deposited with the 
Treasurer. 
The recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court, relative to the legality' of city taxa­ 
tion, should prom pt the District Attorney 
to more vigorous action toward delinquents. 
CITY SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The financial part of this office received 
our notice, and we find that the funds com­ 
ing into the Superintendent’s hands are 
paid iuto the city treasury in accordance 
with the recommendation of a former 
Grand Jury. 
We learn, however, that occasionally' 
some member of the Board of Education, 
in his capacity as member of a committee, 
will dispose of material, such as old fence, 
or sidewalk lumber, etc., and. although 
reporting such sale at the m eeting of the 
Board, will deposit the proceeds of such 
sale him self with the City Treasurer. 
We believe and recommend that all col­ 
lections of moneys pertaining to this office 
should appear in the office cash-book, be 
paid to the Superintendent when collected, 
and by him deposited in the city treasury. 
COUNTY LICENSE COLLECTOR. 
This office, from a financial point, is 
closely allied to the County A uditor and 
Recorder and County Treasurer, paying all 
its receipts into the treasury and receiving 
all its license blanks from the Auditor. 
The am ount of business done can be deter­ 
mined at a glance, not only from the office 
itself, but from the Treasurer or Auditor. 
Thus again we are reminded of the com­ 
pleteness of the system,which is commend­ 
able to all concerned. 
There is also an itemized account kept 
between every license taken and the coun­ 
ty, showing the condition of the account. 
In this way the task of collecting is ren­ 
dered easy, and no one can expect to escape 
paym ent by being overlooked. The am ount 
of business done by this office must, with 
out doubt, depend almost entirely upon the 
diligence of the official. This is the first 
office we have come to, thus far in our re­ 
port, where this state of facts exists, and as 
we have so shall we continue to avoid per­ 
sonal m ention of diligent or efficient offi­ 
cials, but will sim ply iay that an exam ina­ 
tion of license-payers’ accounts convinces 
us that reasonable diligence and effort is 
manifest in the performance of the duties 
of this office. 
We will close our report as to this office 
by comparing the last two years’ collection 
of license by' the Sheriff, namely, for 1883­ 
84. and the first two years’ collection by the 
Collector, namely, for 1835-S6:

COUNTY SU PERINTEN D EN T OF SCHOOLS. 
This official gave us an insight into the 
workings of hi3 office, and pointed out 
m any improvements made during his in­ 
cumbency. and explained to us satisfac­ 
torily the disposition of such public iumis 
as come into his hands. 


c l e r k ’s O FFIC E CITY W ATER WORKS. 
The daily cash book in this office gives 
the daily receipts, and there is on file 
proper evidence that the moneys are paid 
weekly into the C ltf Treasury. 
There is an account between this office 
and the City Auditor, wherein the Auditor 
is credited with ail blank receipts and taps, 
and charged with the moneys paid into the 
City Treasury. The Auditor has a sim ilar 
book, and balances in these two books m ust 
and do agree. 
Aside from this there is nothing to com­ 
mend in this office. There is a book which 
is intended for the account book between 
the water-buyer and the W ater works. 
In 
this book are written the names and loca­ 
tions of w ater-takers; also, a column of 
dates—as January. 1887 ; October, 1886; 
July, IS.S6, and so on—all written with pen­ 
cil. There is nothing to show what this 
column of dates mean. 
By asking, we find 
out that it means the tim e to which the 
nam e set opposite is paid to. 
We are told that when a water-taker 
pays his money, the date in this book oppo­ 
site the payer's name is rubbed out and the 
new date to which he has paid up inserted. 
We do not for a m oment doubt the truth of 
this explanation, but right here let us ask 
a question and auswer it. 
Is there any 
way to expert this book so as to show that 
at the tim e the date was changed, the 
proper paym ent was made at all? 
We 
think not. 
Nor is there any way of telling 
when the dates are changed ; but the sitn- 
E 
ie statem ent is before you that John Doe 
as paid his water rent up to Januarv, 
1887, without a particle of evidence that lie 
had done so. 
Now, is it ju st to assume that there is 
any inducem ent in this office for establish­ 
ing a reputation as a good Collector ? If so, 
a3 the variation in the quarterly collections 
reaches to thousands of dollars, it there­ 
fore follows that the desired reputation 
would not depend so much on the am ount 
collected as upon the state of the water- 
takers’ accounts; hence, there being no 
way to expert the office in this respect, is 
there anything to prevent the dates op­ 
posite the names of hard paymasters being 
so changed as to m ake it appear the Col­ 
lector had been diligent and successful ? 
Decidedly, no. 
In this illustration no pecuniary benefit 
to the Collector has been assumed, but is 
it not a tact that tbe door is wide open for 
collusion between the buyer and tbe Col­ 
lector? 
We believe we are simply doing our duty 
as good citizens when we say that this 
system, in the hands of dishonest and un­ 
principled m en, could be made a mass of 
corruption so foul that honest men would 
stand aghast at the ruany snares and pit­ 
falls encountered in its workings. 
W e will present a few figures showing 
the collections for the second quarter of 
each fiscal year from 1880 to 1836 : 
q u a rte r ending Septem ber 30,1880.......810,312 00 
q u arter ending Septem ber 30.1881.........17.752 50 
q u arter ending Septem ber 30. 1882.........18.370 25

W e do not know that this table of figures 
proves anything more than is apparent— 
that is, a steady falling off of receipts. 
We 
are told this may be accounted for by the 
reduction in rates. 
But has there not been 
an increase of water takers, which should 
more than offset the reduction in rates? 
Thus far in our criticisms of this office we 
have asserted the impossibility of expert­ 
ing the books as between the water buyer 
and the city, but in order that no injustice 
be done either to the office or the officials, 
we will qualify our assertion so far as to 
say that while it might not be absolutely 
impossible, we firmly believe it utterly im ­ 
practicable. To m ake this as plain as pos­ 
sible, we go back to the first book m en­ 
tioned—the daily cash book. In this book 
is entered the name of the payer, am ount 
paid, and date of payment, and assuming 
that the payer at tim e of paym ent is given 
a receipt, there would be somewhere, either 
in this office or returned to the Auditor, a 
stub corresponding to the entry in the daily 
cash book. 
Now. we ask the officials, can 
you tell how many parmeuts any one pur­ 
chaser has made during the year 1335, or 
how much money he has paid during the 
same period? 
The reply is: 
Yes. by 
looking over the daily cash books for the 
whole year, in which appear, perhaps, the 
name of every water taker in the city, or 
by overhauling the mass of stubs for the 
same period. 
We believe, therefore, to ex­ 
pert an account in that wav would cw t as 
much as the individual has[paid; hem e our 
conclusions, that it is next to impossible 
and entirely impracticable to expert under 
the system of this office. 
We will now turn to another view of this 
subject, in which we will endeavor to be 
n-.ore practical. It is a fact, notw ithstand­ 
ing the posssible inducements before m en­ 
tioned for establishing a reputation, that 
there is a large, a very large, am ount due 
the city from water-takers. One reason of 
this, perhaps, is that some are very hard to 
find, and still harder to collect from : but 
we are led to believe that the principal rea- 


W EATBER COMPARISONS FOR NOVEMBER. 


The average rainfall for November for the last thirty-seven years was 2 22 inches. 
This m onth is therefore two inches below the norm al or average rainfall. 
The average tem perature for November for thirty-three years was 53 3 and for this 
m onth 50.4, it being the third coldest November in thirtv-four v ears; those years were 
1880, 50; 1882, 50, and 1886, 50. 
These cold Novembers were followed by the following seasonal rain fall: 1380-81, 26.57 
in ch es; 1882-83, 18.11 inches. 
Cold Novembers are therefore not followed by dry 
seasons; at least they have not been in the last thirty-four years. 
The average m onthly velocity of wind for ten years past was 3,591 miles, and for this 
m onth 3,685, or a little more wind than the average. The greatest total velocity in any 
November in ten years was 1885, 5.US5. and the least was in 1684, 2,317 miles.

son is the utter impossibility for the two 
men to devote anything like sufficient time 
to the ever-spreading and increasing duties 
of this office. 
Hence, without uudue haste 
on our part, we have come to the conclu­ 
sion that more tim e should be devoted to 
collecting, and therefore recommend the 
appointm ent of a competent and efficient 
bookkeeper, whose duties shall keep him 
in the office from 8 o'clock . m . to 5 p . m . 
We respectfully recommend the above 
suggestion to tbe earliest possible consider­ 
ation of the honorable Board of City Trus­ 
tees, and, further, do earnestly recommend 
the abolishm ent of the whole system of ac­ 
counts in this office: and that some suit­ 
able and competent person be at once em ­ 
ployed to devise and put in practice a sys­ 
tem whereby an account shall be opened 
with every water-taker in the city, not 
alone on tbe most approved business prin­ 
ciples. but alike clear, concise and compre­ 
hensive. 
In concluding our report of this office we 
take the opportunity of saying that we 
have no desire to enter one Word ot com ­ 
plaint against those now in power at the 
water works, but our appeal is to the Board 
of Trustees; give the m atters your serious 
attention, and, by prom pt action, save 
thousands of dollars" annually to the city, 
which are lost by the system now in use. 


CITY AUDITOR. 
W e have no suggestions to offer as to this 
office, and having no complaints to make, 
shall necessarily be brief. Everything gives 
evidence of system and smoothness, and 
the readiness with which questions were 
answered and explanations given leads us 
to conclude that thlsoffice is well and skill­ 
fully managed. 


CITY COLLECTOR. 
For the am ount of business done this 
office has less books than any other we 
visited. 
In one book the City A uditor is 
credited w ith the license blanks received 
aud the City Treasurer charged with cash 
deposits. The collection hook shows the 
daily receipts and names the payers. 
In 
another book is an account with every 
license taker in tbe city, and these accounts 
are regularly posted from the collection 
book. 
A noticeable feature is the very few 
acoounts not paid to January, 1»$7, which 
we cannot but tiiink is commendable to the 
present incum bent. 


EX PERTS. 
Throughout our investigation of official 
books we have alw ays kept in view the 
power vested in us in the m atter of appoint­ 
ing experts. We have, however, not deemed 
it necessary to m ake such appointm ent, but 
prefer rather to recommend to the Board of 
Supervisors and the Board of Trustees that 
experts be appointed as heretofore. 


HYDRAU LIC .MINING. 
We have been credibly informed that 
hydraulic m ining is being carried on upon 
the Cosumnes and American rivers, in this ¡ 
county, in violation of law : and, believing ' 
that all classes of citizens alike should be [ 
law-abiding, therefore call the attention of I 
the Board of Supervisors to these rumors, i 
and respectfully suggest that the m atter be j 
at once investigated, and, if found true, 
such steps be taken as shall punish all en­ 
gaged therein, to the full extent of the law. 
We recommend an additional per diem of 
$2 to our Secretary.
